THE AUSTRIAN FLAG. 


The Pittsburg Incident Stilla Subject 
of Gosstp and Speculation. 

PitrspurG, Pa., Sept. 3.—(Special.)—The 
trouble in regard to the order of Chief Braun 
to Consul Schamberg to take down the Aus- 
trian flag the Emperor's birthday is assuming 
graver proportions than it was at first supposed 
it would. A gentleman who is indirectly con- 
nected with the Government said this af ter- 
noon: »I have beard that it is the intention 
of the Department of State to push this mat- 
ter, and it will probably end in proceedings by 
the United States District-Attorney, as repre- 
sentative, against Chief of Police Braun. Mr, 
Frelinghuysen is the kind of a man who will 
not lose an opportunity like this for showing 
the authority of the department and in keep- 
ing up the Government's dignity, T under- 
stand that Baron Schaffer will ask that the 
case be pushed, and the action of the Police 
Committee will add to this feeling. Unless 
there is an apology and explanation there will 
be immediate proceedings. Consul Scham- 
berg said that he knew nothing of the proceed- 
ings, and added that he hoped the matter 
would not be pushed in a legal way. 


STARVED HERSELF TO DEATH. 

SrTRAUSSTOWN; Pa., Sept. 3.—({Special.]—In 
this little village, a suburb of Reading, Mrs. 
Washington Keller died this morning. Some 
seven weeks ago Mrs. Keller, who at that 
time weighed 275 pounds, began to exbibit 
symptoms ot religious melancholy. For forty- 
eight days ending last night she is reported not 
to have eaten any food except broth, on two 
occasions a piece of cake, and several crackers. 
Toward the end of her fast, which sbe declared 
was divineiy inspired, she has been too weak to 
move, and bas gradually died of inanition. 
At the time of her death she weighed only 100 
pounds.

BRITISH SCIENTISTS. 


An Exciting Discussion on the Sub- 
jects of Free Trade and Brit- 
ish Federation. 


Mr. Bourne Would Boycott All Pro- 
tective Nations—The Other Side 
of the Question. 
Papers on the Land Laws and Subjects 
Relating to Mechanical Science— 
Adjournment. 


MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 3.—(Special.|—Mr. 
Stephen Bourne's paper on the “ Interdepend- 
ence of the Several Portions of the British 
Empire” excited considerable interest and was 
warmly discussed. The paper was substan- 
tially an argument for free trade between the 
different portions of the Empire, and fora 
federation which shali draw the different mem- 
bers of the Empire more closely together. It 
also proposed the drastic remedy of England 
refusing to trade with foreign nations, either 
as a buyer or a seller, unless on equal terms 
to refuse, in fact, to buy from nations which 
raised protective tariff against British trade. 
The concluding portion of the abstract of this 
paper is as follows: 

As regards foreign countries, the selfish- 
ness which induces them, while availing tbem- 
selves of all the advantages of free trade with 
us, to witbhold from us the corresponding ben- 
efit, should be met not by protective duties, 
but by an absolute refusal on our part to trade 
with them at all. Figures prove that they 
really depend more qn us than we on them, 
and due notice to this effect, so given as to at- 
ford no hope of reversal, would in all 
probability bring about the result without 
any actual stoppage. England might depend 
upon the resources and rely upon the loyalty 
of her colonies to sustain her in this conflict. 
The consideration of these questions leads up 
to the far greater one which is now attracting 
and may soon ebsorb the attention of states- 
men, both home and colonial. This is the 
absolute necessity for some form of federa- 
tion which may bind together more closely the 
various portions of the Empire, and so counter- 
act any tendency towards disintegration; but, 
whatever may be the ult of delibera- 
tion on this proposition,’ or the form it 
might ultimately assume, why should 
not the Dominion at once seek for 
an actual incorporation into the United King- 
dom? Our Eastern possessions are so different 
in race, climate, and position that they must, 
for a lengthened period at least, constitute a 
different empire, though under the same sov- 
ereign. Our Southern settlements are more 
remote, though perhaps not so much 80 as to 
necessitate their remaining in a different cate- 
gory. But the upper portion of the Northern 
American Continent has so many points in 
common witb the British Isles that it would be 
easy to weld them into one body. It is already 
evident at home that local goverving bodies 
must assume somewhat of the rule which 
is now exercised by the Imperial Parliament, 
and much existing organization in Canada need 
not be destroyed. It would be a grand day 
should she become as much an integral part 
as Scotland and Ireland now are, by the United 
Kingdom becoming not that of Great Britain 
aud Ireland, but of Great Britain, Ireland, and 
North America. Canada seems already ripe 
for the discussion of such a question.“ 

THE PAPER CRITICISED. 

Mr. Bourne's paper was received with much 
applause. 

The Chairman, Sir Richard Temple, said that 
the British Empire could produce every article 
of use with the exception of long staple cotton, 
so that the exclusion of that would lead to 
difficulty for a time. 

Mr. Ed Atkinson of Boston, who was called 
to the platform, had listened with the greatest 
interest to the presentation of the question of 
fair trade which had just been made. He 
thought that the adoption of such a policy on 
the part of England would inure to the benefit 
of the United States. Ninety per cent of the 
manufactures of that country exist where 
they are from necessity and not from choice. 
“If this policy was adopted, said he, 
“we in the United States would be for 
atime smothered in our own grease. We 
would bave such an excess of food that labor 
would be cheaper, and we would be able to eu- 
ter much better into competition with you for 
manufactures than at present. The United 
States would compete with Great Britain in 
China and Africa in a Way that perhaps would 
not be comfortable.“ 

Mr. Chadwick of Engiand safi that to nine- 
tenths of the paper which had just been read 
they could assent, but to the matter which had 
just been touched upon, as to fair trade, he 
wholly dissented. Nor did he think that a 
reference either to reciprocity or to fair trade 
would Lave been permitted at a meeting in the 
British Isles. It was absurd to say that En- 
gland should adopt such @ suicidal. policy. By 
the adoption of such a system you would not 
only shut up the cotton manufacturer, but 
you would shut up the numerous stock farms 
of England, where the stock was largely fed 
and fattened by corn brought from the United 
States. Nor did he think it courteous that we 
should come here and preach to those in 
America on their own ground as to the fiscal 
policy they should adopt. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

The Chairman said that be was personally a 
free-trader, but this section was instituted for 
the discussion et economic views, and that the 
other side had, therefore, a right to be heard. 

Thomas G. Haliburton said it was evident 
that the trade of the colonics was of the great- 
est importance to the Empire. At the present 
rate of decrease the foreign trade of England 
with foreign countries would absolutely end in 
the course of about twenty ycars. This 
loss was being made up for by in- 
creased trade with the colonies. He referred 

the vast value of the men and women, 
British flesh and biood, who were being lost 
to the Empire and going to foreign countries. 

S. Fisher, member of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment for Brome, thought Mr. Bourne had dis- 
cussed the subject rather too much from an 
English point of view. He thought this ques- 
tion of the closer union of the colonies and the 
Empire was surrounded by great difficuities. 
He did not think the Canadian manufacturer 
would give up the advantages he enjoys, or 
thinks he enjoys, without some compen- 
sating advantages. We exist bere on the 
sufferance of the United States. {Loud cries 
ot No!“ No!“ Ie Englund bad under- 
taken to retaliate on the United States after 
the close of the War the relations between the 
two Nations would not have been what they 
were at present.

A COMPARISON OF SKULLS. 


Among the papers read in the Anth 

cai section was one by Dr. Daniel Wilson of 
Toronto on A skull found near Prague, and 
a skull found in the alluvium at Kankakee, 
III., along with a tooth of the Mastoaon.” The 
skull tound near Prague the Professor com- 
pared with the celebrated Neauderthal 
skull which had been described by Huxley. 
He also produced in comparison the skull of a 
Hochelaga Indian, found near here, and de- 
scribed at some length the points of difference 
between them. The skull of a gorilla, with its 
exaggerated development of some cha r- 
istics perceivable in the human skull, was also 
shown and commented upon by Dr. Wilson. 
He poinied out the gery great difference that 
existed between the skull of the brute and that 
of primitive man. The tact that affinities ex- 
isted between the skull which formed the sub- 
ject of his discourse and the Neauderthal skull, 
Dr. Wilson suid, was extremely interesting. 
The speaker in concluding bis remarks made a 
few observations on the skull found in Illinois 
ulong with a tooth of the mastodon. 


THE LAND LAWS. 


The various sections of the British Associa- 
tion with the exceptions of Sections F, G, and 
H, conciuded their work yesterday. In Sec- 
tion F “Economica! Science papers were 
read by Prof. Foxwell on the subject of the 
Jand laws. The author brought his valuable 
bu pon to a close, with the following conciusion: 

First. That the diffusion of property among 
the largest possible number of families should 
be encouraged, firat, by a division of inherit- 
ance, men by giving every facility and every se- 
curity for the sale of real property. Second, that 
we should borrow from the United States and 
Servia n Homestead law which guarantees to 
families the retention of a small property suf- 
ficient to maintain them. Third, that Com- 
munal property should be reconstituted by 
meuns Of a tax on succession, and that coun- 
tries which have public lands sbould grant 
them or lease them instead of alienating them 
in perpetuity. Fourth, that an economic 
cominune should be reéstablisbed with all men 
as it has continued to exist in Switzerland 
from the earliest times. Fifth, that a land tax 
should be imposed and reyised from time to 
time in such a way that the increase of 
income, which is the result of the energies and 
progress of the whole society, should go at 
least in part to the profit of the State. Sixth, 
that compensation should be given by law to 
the tenant for all unexhausted improvements. 
This paper gave rise to some discussion, sev- 
eral speakers expressing themselves strongly 
against Prof. Foxwell’s conclusions, 

MECHANICAL SCIENCE. 

In Section G, Mechanical Science, a paper 
was read by C. J. Woodbery of Boston on auto- 
matic sprinklers for fire extinction. He said 
that within the last five years the protection of 
the more hazardous portions of textile mills and 
other industrial establishments by means of 
automatic sprinklers bas become quite general 
in the Eastern portions of the United States. 
These sprivklers cousist of a jet arranged to 
throw a spray of water, and are ordinarily 
sealed either by a metal cap, which covers 
them and is secured by soldering with some of 
the alloys which meit at trom 158° Fahrenheit 
and upwards, or the passage of the water into 
the sprinkler is prevented by a valve held 
to its seat by levers which are sealed 
with this solder. The paper then ex- 
plained how the pipes and _  spriuklers 
were placed in factories, and gave a history of 
the progress of the pian of using heat of fire to 
supply means for its extinction.

Short Work Made of the State Convens 
tion—All the Present Officiais 
Renominated.

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
THOUSANDS OF VISITORS FROM ALL PARTS O8 
THE STATE. 

Mapison, Wis., Sept. 3.—(Special.]}—From 
the break of day the air of Madison has re- 
sounded with the inspiring strains of brass 
bands, and the shouts, and cheers, and 
laughter of 8,000 enthusiastic Republicans. It 
has been one of the grandest political demon« 
strations ever known in the State. By every 
regular train and by several specials marching 
and visiting delegations, many of them ac- 
companied by their own martial and cornet 
bands, have poured into the city. Milwaukee 
and way pointe sent 500. Richland Cen 
tre and the great agricultural region 
round about sent in the same number. 
From Beloit tnere were 100, from 
Janesville 150, Elroy and Wonewoc and Bara- 
boo 150, Stoughton and vicinity 200, La Crosse 
100, Waterloo 80, Lodi 150, and a drum corps 
and smaller delegations from most of the rail- 
way stations within a circuit of seventy-five 
miles. There is scarcely a village in the State 
but has a goodly representation of either del- 
egates or visitors. The marching delegations 
asa rule came provided with uniforms and 
torches, and the local Committee of Arrange- 
ments had ample provision for those not sup= 
plied. 

A BRIEF SESSION AND A GOOD SPEECH. 

The convention opened promptly at 12 
o'clock and was rushed through in one hour 
and a halt, the present excellent State officers 
being renominated by acclamation on one mo- 
tion, which is a compliment whoily unprece- 
dented in the political history of State. 
The convention would from this circumstance 
have proved a very dull and heavy affair nad it 
not been for the witty speech of O. H. Fethers 
of Janesville made in accepting the Chairman- 
ship and his happy little speeches individually 
presenting the various renominated officiais to 
the assembly.

A LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIC GATHERING— 
ROBINSON KENOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR, 
Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.— Special. — The Re- 

publican State Convention beld in this cit y to- 

day was one of the largest and most entbusias- 
tic gatherings the party bas had for years. Al- 
though there was no competition for any of 
the nominations, and therefore no element of 
excitement, the delegates were present in iull 
numbers, and scarcely a town was unrepre- 
seuted. It was a Blaine convention in every 


respect, and dn earnest one at that, and the 


session of two hours and a half was crowded 
with good work. The delegates met 
in Tremont Temple, and were called 
to order by Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Chairmau of the State Committee. A perma- 
nent organization was effected within half an 
hour, and the Hon. R. M. Morse, the Presi- 
dent, made an earnest and eloquent address, 
in which he defined very clearly the position 
of the Republican party, and waid just trib- 
ute to the character and ability of ite Presi- 
dential nominee. Every mention of Mr. 
Biaine’s name was received with applause, 
and at one point there was a demonstration 
which continued several moments. Gov. 
George D. Robinson was renominated by accla- 
mation with great enthusiasm. The platform 
adopted indorses fully the National platform 
and the National candidates, and favors a 
discriminating tariff, regulation of the bours 
of labor, civil-service reform, and legislation 
to reéstablish the mercantile marine.

THEY DECIDE AGAINST PUTTING A STATE 


TICKET IN THE FIELD. . 

Horsrox, Tex., Sept. 3.—The Republican 
State Convention reassembled this morning. 
The temporary organization was made perma- 
nent. Chairman A. J. Rosenthal briefly ad- 
Gressed the convention. Resolutions from the 
Mitchell County Convention were read favor- 
ing tusion with the Greenbackers and [nde- 
pendents and indorsing George Washington 
Jones, the Independent candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 

A motion to table these resolutions resulted 
in a test vote—104 ayes, 279 noes. 

The Committee on Kesolutions “hen reported. 
The majority report declares it inexpedient 
and impracticable, at this day, to place a State 
ticket in the field; recommends the Republlo- 
ons 288 af the Independent candidates for 


‘Democracy. The minority report declares in 


favorofa st 
also, in favor 
ticket. 

On a motion to substitute the minority for 
the majority report an excited and angry de- 
bate followed. Without coming to a vote, the 
convention adjourned until 8 o’clook. 

On reassembling loud and prolonged calls 
were made for a yote. Many colored delegates 
demanded to be heard against the question. A 
motion then prevailed limiting each speaker to 
ten minutes. About twenty delegates ad- 
dressed the convention, many being interrupt- 
ed by loud clamors for the previous question. 
A motion to adjourn was yoted down. The 
Chairman finally ordered a call of the roll on 
the question of substituting the minority for 
the majority report. During the ro}l-deil in- 
terruptions were frequent, the Chairman ap- 
pealing to the Sergeant-at-Arms to restore 
order. The vote resulted: 80 ayes, 308 noes. 
Great confusion prevailed on the announcement 
of the bailot. The majority report was then 
adopted by a viva voce vote. The resolutions 
embraced in this report represent the entire 
labors of the convention. The says: 
* Your committee is of the opinion that it is 
injudicious and unprecedented at this late day 
to place a State ticket in the field, and recom- 
mend that the Republicans aid all Independent 
candidates tor State offices favorable to the de- 
feat of the Democracy.” The resolutions 
heartily indorse the National Republican plat- 
form, oppose the lease law, and favor the sell- 
ing of public lands to actual settiers. They 
condemn the present mode of drawing grand 
and petit jurors, asserting that the 
law authorizing Judges to select jury 
commissioners was intended by the Democratic 
Legislature to enable the Judges to deprive Kke- 
publican citizens of the right to sit on juries, 
and bas had this effect. 

After the adoption of the resolutions a dele 
gate from Dallas County vociferously de- 
manded a call of the roll by counties, declaring 
that the Dallas County delegation would not 
abide by the action of the convention, but would 
withdraw.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.—[Special.]—The Hon. 
Moody Currier of Manchester, who was nom- 
inated yesterday by the Republicans of New 
Hampshire for Governor of that State, isa 
prominent business-man and has been identi- 
fied with public affairsia his native State a 
number of years. He was born in Boscawen 
April 22, 1806, was graduated at Dartmouth 
College in 1834, and became a lawyer He aleo 
dabbled in journalism in his earlier years, but 
has been engaged the greater part of his life in 
banking and in manufacturing interests. In 
1848, upon the organization of the Amoskeag 
Bank, he was made its cashier, and 
from that time his attention has been given to 
finaneia) affairs. He has been President of the 
Amoskeag National Bank since its organiza- 
tion in 1864, and is Treasurer of the Amoskeag 
Savings Bank, a director of the People's Bank 
of Manchester, of the Manchester Gaslight 
Company, and of the Manchester Mills; Presi- 
dent and Treasurer of the Amoskeag Ax Com- 
pany, Treasurer of the Concord & Portsmouth 
Railroad and of the New England Loan Com- 
pauy, and President of the Eastern Railroad in 
New Hampshire.

Davenport, Ia., Sept. 3.—[ Special. — The 
Iowa Democratic Convention, which met here 
today, was probably the largest and most repre- 
sentative gathering the party in this State has 
ever held. To say that it was harmonious and 
enthusiastic is strictly true, because the lead- 
ing spirits of the convention were determined 
to smother every discord before it showed itself 
in the proceedings. Last night's conference, 
at which it was decided unanimously to fuse 
with the Greenbackers, is evidence of this. 
And that conference was in keeping witha 
joint meeting held last week by the 
Democratic and Greenback State Commit- 
tees. The morning hours of the 
session were devoted to the business of impress- 
ing upon new arrivals, those who had not 
reached the city last night, the necessity and 
urgency of fusion. And 80 at9 o'clock, when 
the eleven district caucuses were called in as 
many places, it was pretty generally 
understood that there was but one course to 
pursue. There was little friction save in the 
Fourth District, where there was a good deal 
of kicking, and for atime what seemed to be 
an open rebellion, but the rupture was pre- 
vented. The result of it all is that the 
convention has nominated John Dooley for 
Secretary of State, George Derr for Treasurer, 
J. E. Henriques for 4 uditor, and M. v. Gannon 
for Attorney-General, all of whom are straight 
Democrats. It has indorsed Judge Burton, the 
Greenback nominee for Supreme Judge, and 
Daniel Campbell, Greenbacker, for Presiden- 
tial Elector-at-Large. Taking the Congressional 
districts in their order, the convention in- 
dorsed the Greenback nominees for Electors in.

Partial Success of the Rag Importers 
—Cargoes en Route to Be Landed. 
Wasurnoton, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—A 

delegation of rag importers and paper manu- 

facturers waited upon Acting-Secretary Coon 
today to induce him to modify or rescind his 
recent order probibiting the importation of 
rags from foreign countries. They represented 
the importance of the business in which they 
are engaged and the severity of the blo@which 
had been dealt at their interests by the promul- 
gation of the order of embargo. In reply Mr. 

Coon had read a memorandum which had been 

submitted by the Secretary of the Treasury to 

the President and his Cabinet at a 

meeting held the Ith of July. This 

memorandum was prepared by Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton of the Marine Hospital Service. 

It set forth the danger of infection from the 

importation of rags, and the difficulty of guard- 

ing against the introduction of disease if rags 
were allowed to be imported. The importers 
then pleaded to be allowed to land the cargoes 
already in port, and those which had been 
started before the order was issued. Mr. Coon 
after consultation with the Surgeon-General 
finally decided to, allow the cargoes to be 
landed which had been shipped previous to 
the issuance of the order, provided 
that it could de satisfactorily shown 
that they were not gathered in infected dis- 
tricts, and provided further that all possible 
means of disinfection are resorted to. 
committee returned to New York and Boston 
tonight satisfied with the result of their visit. 
Mr. Parsons of New York said: After hear- 
ing the Treasury's side of the case we were con- 
vinced that the embargo could not be lifted in 
the present state of the publie mind.

Investigating Western Land Frauds, | 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 3.—Law Clerk St. 
John of the General Land-Office, who was 
detailed to investigate the charges contained 
in an affidavit to the effect that twenty-five 
fraudulent entries bad been made of land on 
Bear Creek in Southeastern Colorado, reports 
that he found buildings on all the entries and 
evidences of occupation, although there 
were no tenants, and he says the 
probabilities are that these lands and 
houses are occupied for winter quarters 
by the entrymen who are engaged in herding. 
There are no adverse settiers in possession of 
the lands. The man who made the afiidavit 
upon which the investigation was based lives 
100 miles from the entries and had no personal 
knowledge of any facts that would justify the 
belief that these entries are fraudulent. The 
special agent concludes that the entries are 
genuine and were made for the benefit of the 
entrymen. A number of fraudulent entries 
were discovered north of Trinidad.

Mining did not pay, 
and he went to Portland. Soon after he was 
employed in the First National Bank as ex- 
change clerk. His salary did not suffice to 
keep him, and he heiped himself to deposits 
made by the Oregon Division of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, of 
which be had charge, He regularly abstracted 
some portion of the contents of packages 
of bills from station agents and conductors 
which passed through his bands, He continued 
stealing, and when he found he had taken more 
than be could repay he ran away with what 
was left.

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. $.—[Spectal.|—The 
names and addresses of 2,150 Irish-American 
citizens of Baltimore whose votes heretofore 
have been cast at the bid of the Democratic 
bosses are now down on Secretary P. C. O’Con- 
nor’s record of the Maryland Blaine and Logan 
League. Ever since the first meeting ot these 
Irish friends of Blaine the two Demo- 
cratic ring organs have deen belittle⸗- 
ing the movement and abusing 
Its leaders. One has always had a very large 
circulation among the Irish-Americans, but the 
bitter attacks on some of their race and on the 
Republican nominees have arrayed hundreds of 
the Irish voters against it. The league wil) 
hold a big mass-meeting this month, at which 
addresses will be made by the Rev. George W. 
Pepper of Ohio, Judge Brennan of 
Iowa, Alexander Sullivan of Chicago, 
and others. Another significant pointer 
is the revolt of the stage-drivers of the Hariem 
Stage Company. Many of them are Irisbmen 
and always voted the straigh. Democratic 
ticket. Mr. Lucius C. Polk, President of the 
company, was quoted in a Democratic paper as 
having denied the published 15 that his 
employés were solid for Blaine and Logan. He 
has come out jn a public statement declaring 
that he did say bis employés would vote the 
Republicen ticket and that he never said otber- 
wise. The sportmg'men are now betting big 
odds that Cleveland will not carry Maryland by 
one-balf the majority Hancock got. 

The chances for the Republicans securing 
another Congressional district this fall are 
very encouraging. John V. L. Findlay has 
been renominated by the Democrats of the 
Fourth. His protection sentiments have made 
the free-traders very mad, and they sweat they 
will ‘bolt Findiay and vote for the Ke 
publican nominee. The Republicans have 
repominated Hoiton in the Fifth and McComos 
in the Sixth. For along while they only bad 
one member. Two years ago they elected Mr. 
Holton and gained one. The chances are that 
they will now capture the Fourth. The Demo- 
cratic bosses in the Third have put up Dr. 
William H. Coie. There is some opposition to 
him in his own party and a probability of an 
independent Democratic candidate, in which 
event the Republicans, if they nominate a 
strong man, will stand a very fair show in this 
district. 

United States Senator Gorman has been pre- 
dicting again. He declared to some of his 
cronies here that Cleveland would carry New 
York by 100,000 majority. Gorman as a prophet 
has made several very uncertain predictions in 
his time. This last prophecy recalls what he 
said on the night of the Presidential election in 
1880: ** We will carry New York certain; every- 
thing is so arranged that there can be Bo mis- 
take about- it. When the news came that 
Garfield had carried it by over 20,000 majority 
Mr. Gorman retired, and his friends then con- 
cluded he was not so much of a political 
prophet after all. 


INDIANA. 
AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK FOR THE REPUB- 
LICANS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 8.—[Special,]|—The 
reguiar monthly meeting of the Republican 
State Central Committee today was made the 
occasion Of one of the most enthusiastic and 
encouraging gatherings of politicians ever held 
at a comparatively early date in a campaign. 
They came in pursuance to an invitation for a 
conference with the conimittee and State and 
Congressional candidates issued by Chairman 
New, and eighty-seven of the ninety-two coun- 
ties in the State were represented by county 
or district. commuitteemen. In fact, just 
such another assemblage was never held, 
and the result has been to greatly 
euthuse and encourage the . leaders.

JUDGE HENRY PRESENTS THE RESOLUTION 
REGRET. 

NEW York, Sept. 3.—(Special.|—The resolu- 
tion passed by the Democratic National Con- 
vention expressing regret that Samuel J. Tu- 
den would not accept a nomination for Presi- 
dent was submitted to that gentieman today at 
Greystone. Mr. Tilden was not strong enough 
to receive all the members of the Notification 
Committee of the National Convention, who 
assembled early in the morning at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. John Bigelow, ex-Secretary of 
State, and George Smith, Mr. Tilden’s private 
secretary, came from Greystone and informed 
the committee that Mr. Tilden’s physician 
thought it unsafe for him to endure the nerv- 
ous excitement of meeting many persons. Mr. 
Tilden suggested, therefore, that the Chairman 
of the committee alone submit the resolution 
tohim. The members of the committee and 
several other Democratic politicans then went 
to Mr. Tilden’s steam yacht, the Viking, and 
were transported up the Hudson to Greystone. 
Only the Chairman of the Notification Com- 
mittee, Judge R. H. Henry of Mississippi, ac- 
companied by Mr. Bigelow, visitea Mr. Tiiden’s 
house. Mr. Tilden received his visitors in the 
library, ana when Judge Henry had expressed 
the regret of the committee that circumstances 
would not permit a more formal presenta- 
tion of the resolution, accompanied with 
an address by Gov. Abbett, Mr. Tilden said 
that he teit deeply grateful to the convention 
and the committee for the honor don im. 
Then Judge Henry presented the resoiftion, 
and made a short speech. Mr. Tilden said he 
would reply in a letter to what the committee 
bad said. In this letter, it is said by Demo- 
cratic politicians, he will do what he can to aid 
Grover Cleveland. Messrs. Henry and Bigelow 
withdrew, and soon after the committee left 
Greystone for the city.

THE DEFENDANT'S DEMURRER OVERRULED. 

INDIANAPOLIS Ind., Sept. 38.—[Special.|—The 
demurrer of the Sentinel Company to the com- 
plaint of Mr. Blaine in the libel suit was over- 
ruled today by Judge Woods, who filed no 
opinion in the case. Speaking of yesterday's 
proceedings the, Sentinel this morning said: 
“Should Judge Woods’ ruling require further 
proceeding in the cause a full answer will be 
filed without an hour's delay.“ The clerk 
notified the attorney of the court's action, and 
Judge Turpie appeared and stated that the 
Sentinel’s answer would be ready today 
or tomorrow. The plaintiff's counsel 
therefore waived the formality of ruling the 
defense to answer, but up to the hour of clos- 
ing this afternoon no answer bad been filed. 
The attorneys for the defense decline to give 
in advance a statement of what the answer 
will contain, but it is inferred that the answer 


will plead the truth of the charges in justifica- 
tion. This inference was strengthened by thé 
remark of one of the Sentinel’s attorneys that 
it would be physically impossible to get ready 
for trial before November, owing to the dis- 
tance most of the witnesses live from Indian- 
apolis and the work that will be required in tak- 
ing their depositions.

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
IT IS CALLED BY THE COUNTY CENTRAL COM- 
MITTEE FOR SEPT. 20. 

The meeting of the Cook County Republican 
Central Committee yesterday afternoon to 
name the time for holding the County Conven- 
tion was attended by a goodly number of prom- 
ment local Republicans who had been invited 
to be present and express their views as to the 
time for callmg the convention. The visitors 
were heard first, and there was perfect unanim- 
ity among them on the matter discussed. 
George Harlow, James A. Sexton, Charles 
Dibbie, Eugene Sittig. Judge Bradwell, 
Joe Dixon, Representative W. H. Harper, and 
Others had suggestions to offer, and all agreed 
that thy convention should be held early—on 
or before the lst of October.

The necessity of precinct 
organization and full registration was dweit 
upon. Eugene Sſttig suggested that too many 
Germans could not be put upon the ticket. 

The committee went into secret session after 
hearing the views of the visitors, and without 
much discussion agreed to call the convention 
for Saturday, Sept. 20, the primaries to be heid 
the day previous.

No. 44 
La Sulle street is rather indefinit, particularly 
when the headquarters aro in a couple of bare 
rooms and no ove is there to receive visitors.

Now 
is the time for the members to come forward 
once more. 


HEADQUARTERS TALE. 
CHAUNCEY I. FILLEY'S VIEWS. 

The State Republican headquarters were 
visited yesterday by a number of prominent 
Republicans from abroad, among them Chaun- 
cey I. Filiey of St. Louis, Clark R. Carr of 
Galesburg, Internal Revenue Collector L. B. 
Crooker of Aurora, Senator H. H. Evans of 
Anna.

NO FUSION. 
BEN BUTLER “INSTRUCTS KIS MEN TO HAVE

After the Battery D meeting last night Gen.

GOV. ST. JOHN. 
HE TALKS PROHIBITION AT LAKE BLUFF— 
OTHER SPEAKERS. 

The Prohibition Convention at Lake Bluff 
came to an end yesterday afternoon. Although 
the party candidate for the White House was 
to hold forth and the weather was propitious, 
yet mot morecthan 200 or 300 people were 
present. 

The morning session opened with speeches by 
two mewbers of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union—Mrs. Sallie F. Chapin of Charles- 
ton, S. C., and Mrs. Mattie McBrown of Cin- 
cinnati. The former spoke about the progress 
of temperance and prohibition in the South. 
She sa that the negroes bad been taught by 
the Republican party that the Probibitionists 
were ouly playing into the hands of the Demo- 
crats. The negroes, nevertheless, were grad- 
ually joming the third party. 

Ex-Gov. Jobn P. St. John took the platform 
at 8 p. m. He said that be had just come from 
a six weeks’ campaign in New York State. 
There the probibition movement was booming 
wonderfully. In one town, which in 1880 only 
gave twenty-two Prohibiuonist votes, there is 
now a club of over 800 members, Another 
town that only gave two votes in the same year 
bad now 100. e speaker then attacked THE 
TRIBUNE and indulged in a long tirade against 
the Republican party.

OBITUARY. 


Bishop George F. Pierce. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 3.— [Special. |—George 
F. Pierce, senior Bishop of the Methodist Epise 
copal Chureh South, died at his home at Sun- 
shire, three miles from Sparta, about 9 o’clock 
this morning. He had been in feeble health 
for some time, and had been in a constant and 
rapid decline since his return from Culverton 
Camp-Meeting, the 13th of last month. For 
many months his throat had been in such 
a troublesome condition that he: found it 
almost impossible to take any nouribh- 
ment, In this enfeebled condition he 
wus stricken with fever, the force 
of which, owmg to his weakened condition, he 
was unable to withstand. Perfectly cognizant 
that the end was near, afew hours before he 
died he turned to his physician and asked: 
How long will I have to wait?“ Being told 
Not long.“ he settled back on his pillow, and 
with his face lit bya radiant and confident 
smile calmly awaited the inevitable. He was 
rational to the last, recognizing with his usual 
princely courtesy all who crossed the threshoid 
of the death- chamber even up to the hour of 
dissolution. There were present at the time 
of death, in addition to the immediate mem- 
bers of his household, Dr. Atticus G. ms 
good, Dr. W. H. Potter, the Hon. Frank 
Little, Dr. James L. Pierce, the Rev. Thomas 
Pierce, and many others. 

The obsequies will be celebrated at the 

thodist Episcopal Church at Sparta Friday 
thoruing at IIa. m. It is expected that the 
Rev. A. G. Haygood will officiate. Memorial 
services will be held at the same church Sun- 
day. Bishop Pierce’s last public act was the 
rededication about two weeks ago of the 
Methodist Church at Goshen, Emanuel County, 
which was one of his first charges after enter- 
ing the ministry. 


Just before bis death the Bishop requested 
all to leave the room exeept his wife and son, 


and atter the request had been complied with 
arranged all his temporal affairs, asking for his 
penci! and spectacies. His last words weres 
„ Rest, bappiness, and peace forever more.” 
[Bishop Pierce was a native of Georgia, 


having 
been born in Green County in 1811. He Gnished 


his ncademiec course under the tuition of Archibald 
Scott, Ee, and subsequently graduated with dis- 
tinction at the Georgia State University. While a 
student at the university he madea profession of 
religion and united with the Methodist Church. 
His religious eonvictions led him shortly after- 
wards to abandon the legal profession, for which 
he had been preparinug, und to enter the ministry. 
Lie joined the old Georgia Conference in 1831, and 
rose rapidly to a foremost place in that 
body. In 1837 he was elected President 
of Wesleyan Female College, and in 1648 
was chosen President of Emory College. 
At the General Conference in Columbus, Ga., in 
May, 1854, he was elected Bishop on the first ballot. 
As un orator Bishop Pierce had few peers on the 
American Continent. His celebrated Bible speech 
in New York was pronounced by Macaulay the 
tinest specimen of English that he bad seen from 
any American author or speaker, 
camp-meeting assemblies de was 
Chaimers or Whitéeld.

VERMONT.

Ina 
State so largely Republican as Vermont, a 
variation of a thousand or two votes due to 
local dissensions would be of no National 
significanee. Itis of very slight moment, 
for instance, whether the Democratic major- 
ity in Georgia is 50,000 or 80,000. 80, In 
Vermont, it is unimportant whether the Re- 
publicam majority is 20,000 or 25,000. Aba 
matter of fact the majority at the State elec- 
tion Tuestlay seems to be fully up to the av- 
erage. It ranges somewhere betweén 23,000 
and 25,000. The majorities in State elec- 
tions back as far as 1870 have been as fol- 
lows:

Resolved, That we regard the Constitution 
and statutory prohibition of the liquor traffic, 
both in the State and Nation, as the most vital 
and important issue of the present time. 


All this means that the influence of the Pro- 
hibition managers in Kansas, as elsewhere, 
will be exerted to secure for St. John the 
yotes of all citizens who would establish 
total and universal prohibition if they could. 


tent that it shall be successful, will be to 
deprive Blaine and Logan of votes and give 
Cleveland and Hendricks the benefit of such 
defection. It has been proved over and again 
that Democrats with prohibition convictions 
vote the Democratic ticket in Presidential 
elections and even in general State elections. 
It is a question for Republicans with prohi- 
bition proclivities to decide for themselves 
whether or not they will throw the weight 
of their votes to the Democratic ticket. 

The plainest way for the Republican Prohi- 
bitionists to put the question to themselves is 
this: Is the prohibition cause to be promoted 
more by the election of Cleveland and by 
placing the Government in the hands of the 

‘Democrats than by the election of Blaine and 
the maintenance of Republican control over 
National affairs? It would be an insult to 
the intelligence ef the Prohibitionists to dis- 
cuss this proposition in detail. We think 
there is not one of them in all the land who 
will not admit that Democratic influences in 
the Government will be more detrimental to 
temperance in any form than Republican in- 
fluences. If that be admitted, no sincere 
Prohibitionist ean contribute to the success 
ot the Democratic party without doing in- 


jury to his own conscience. But nothing is 


more.certain than that nine-tenths of all the 
votes that shall be cast for St. John will be 
at Blaine’s expense, and to that extent will 
increase the chances of Democratic success. 
How then, will the prohibition cause be pro- 
moted by that result ? | 

There is another way to look at it. Na- 
tional prohibition could only be achieved by 
amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States. To do this will require a two-thirds 
vote of both Houses of Congress and ratifica- 
tion by the Legislatures of three-fourths of 
all the States. What reasonable prospect is 
there that this can ever be accomplished ? 
How many States would be willing to sanc- 
tion this Government interference in their 
local affairs? Even if the drift of public 
sentiment were clearly towards the policy of 
prohibition, would a hundred years of agita- 
tion induce the people to set aside every 
other agitation in order to elect two-thirds of 
all the Senators and all the Representatives 
on the single issue of prohibition, to the ex- 
clusion of every other consideration? In 
this condition of things what will it avail to 
cast a few thousand votes, scattered through- 
out the country, fora Prohibition candidate 
for President? What progress toward the 
consummation of the purpose in view will it 
denote ? 

It is possible to understand that men un- 
der the strong impulse of personal convie- 
tion should strive for prohibition in certain 
localities, because under some conditions it 
may be possible to establish that policy for a 
community. But the dream of universal 
prohibition is wild. It is nothing more nor 
less than a hallucination. Men of iutelli- 
gence should not waste their influence as 
citizens by abandoning themselves to such a 
delusion. By doing so they dissipate their 
powers in behalf of the project which is 
nearest their hearts. By concentration they 
may possibly accomplish something; by 
National pretensions they sacrifice them- 
selves and their cause. Prohibition Demo- 
crats may be trusted to vote for Cleveland 
and Hendricks; Prohibition Republicans will 
only play into the hands of the Democrats if 
they vote for St. John, and without gaining 
a single point in favor of prohibition. 


A STUPID FORGERY. 

The New York Evening Post a few days 
since printed conspicuously at the head of its 
columns the following letter, which it claimed 
had been received bya prominent Blaine 
R&publican” :

New YORK AVENUE, WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug.

Gen. Raum's attention having been called 
to this silly document he at once pronounced 
it to be a forgery, as is apparent to any one 
on its face. In his denial he said: 


The letter la a forgery. It was not written, 
signed, or authorized by me. I have not the 
sligutest knowledge of any such letter. While 
I believe in the Republican party, and am will- 
ing to work and contribute for its success, I 
would scorn to bring pressure to bear upon any 
Government employé to exact money for the 
campaign fund.

Gen. Raum’s denial was altogether un- 
necessary, for the letter, as we have said, 
bears upon its face the impress not only of 
forgery, but of very clumsy and idiotic 
forgery. It has nota tithe of the smartness 
of the Morey letter, which the Democratic 
National Committee sent out to injure Gar- 
field. From this point of view the meanness 
of the New York Evening Post is apparent. 
Knowing that it was a fraud, it assumed its 
most hypocritical attitude, broadened its 
phylacteries, and, declaring that it would be 
glad to believe it a hoax, assailed it and its 
alleged writer with all the heavy solemnity 
and ill-disguised venom of which it is capa- 
ble. The reckless New York World can be 
excused for airing its indignant virtue and 
inquiring whether ‘‘ robbery was ever carried 
on in amore polite way since Paul Clifford 
retired from the forced loan business,” for 
nothing better is to be expected of that sheet. 
But the Post has been trading upon its heavy 
respectability, its impersonal discussion of 
principles, its fastidious aversion to personal 
campaign slanders, its owl-like wisdon: and 
maidenly gullelesness. It is now evident 
that this paper, which has hitherto shivered 
at a false syntax, having condoned 
Cleveland's lapses, has gone down into the 
gutter and commenced the mud-throwing as 
lustily as any of its new Democratic allies. 
It hase condoned forgery, as an element in 
the campaign, without a blush.

little consequence, as it carries the proof of 
its falsity on its face. It only affords the 
proof that the Democrats have again stooped 
to its use as a factor in the campaign of 
slanders against Republican officials and Mr. 
Blaine himself. If the dirty business begins 
thus early in the campaign we may expect 
more of it as the campaign grows hotter, but 
even this is not as contemptible as the con- 
duct of the highly moral Post, which tenders 
its columns for their distribution. Nothing 
less is to be expected of Democratic maligni- 
ty, but certainly we had reason to suppose 
that these truly good New York Pharisees 
would at least have displayed some degree 
of sensitiveness in the presence of such an 
idiotic attemptat forgery! 


A TESTOF NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY. 

Among the refugees from the political per- 
secution practiced by the Bourbons of the 
South is a man named Vincent del Buono, 
an Italian subject. He was a merchant in 
the Town of New Iberia, La., and was sus- 
pected of Radical” sympathies. His house 
was attacked by an armed mob of men, his 
wife was compelled at the point of a gun to 
assist in searching for him, and he was driven 
from his business and his home. But the 
man is still an Italian subject, it is said, and 
has appealed to the Italian Consul at New 
Orleans, who will present the case to the Na- 
tional Government after communicating with 
his own Government. 

It is to be hoped that this outrage will be 
prosecuted to the utmost limit of diplomatic 
inquiry, and it is even to be regretted that 
the victim is not a subject of England, Ger- 
many, or France, either one of which nations 
might be expected to take more vigorous 
measures than Italy in resenting the injury. 
The case will afford an excellent opportunity 
to determine whether the United States as a 
Nation hus the power to protect people from 
assault, plunder, assasination, and eviction 
on account of political opinions. The Gov- 
ernment has condoned offenses of this nature 
committed upon American citizens in South- 
ern States, where political persecution is 
tolerated and encouraged by the local 
authorities. Foreign intervention in be- 
half of an alien resident may awaken 
Congress and the United States courts 
to a proper realization of their respon- 
sibility, If investigation shall reveal that 
the scope of the National Government under 
existing laws is not large enough to protect 
men in the free expression of their political 
sentiments, whenever a State Government 
refuses such protection, then the laws should 
be revised and National sovereignty should 
be asserted. If the present laws are all-suffi- 
cient to enable the National authorities to 
punish and prevent political outrages on per- 
son and property, then the United States 
courts and the executive officers of the Gov- 
ernment should enforce them. It is humil- 
lating beyond expression that our Govern- 
ment, claiming to be the most liberal and 
tolerant on earth, should be called to account 
for permitting persecution on account of 
opinion. 

The ‘*bloody-shirt” agitation will be re- 
vived in a new shape if this Louisiana case 
be pressed by the Italian Government. If 
the United States be compelled to interfere 
with the State sovereignty of the South to 
protect alien residents against persecution be- 
cause they will not indorse Bourbon methods, 
then perhaps the National Government will 
be prompted to protect its own citizens from 
similar outrages. The ex-Confederates of 
the South have been killing men, terrifying 
women, and driving families out of the coun- 
try with impunity for many years, and any 
reference to this practice has been resented 
and denounced, But aliens may have rights 
which American citizens have not been able 
to defend, and the Government may thus be 
compelled to assert an authority which ad- 
heres to a sovereign nation. 


GERMANY AND ENGLAND. 

The political world of Europe is full of 
new and strange complications, and at such a 
time, when all the elements are seething and 
boiling, naturally it is the unexpected that 
happens. But for all this it is impossible to 
believe that the sudden enmity which has 
sprung up between the cousins—England and 
Germany—will amount to more than a tem- 
porary coolness. The two nations have 
crossed each other’s paths, however. En- 
gland is incensed with Germany because she 
joined France in oppposing the reduction of 
the Egyptian debt, and Germany is provoked 
with England because she has traversed her 
colonial policy on the west coast of Africa. 
The English press, almost without excep- 
tion, deprecates any trouble with Germany. 
The severest criticism which has yet been 
made is the following mild statement in the 
London Times: 


It would be as erroneous to conciude that the 
German press represents the true opinion of 
the nation as it would be wrong to assume that 
the will of the nation is truly reflected in the 
German Parliament. Both the one and the 
other are still very imperfect organs of the ex- 
pression of the public will. But if the German 
press cannot yet claim to utter the opiniun of 
the nation, it can at least boast of no slight 
proficiency in the art of leading it astray, and 
that German opinion of England is now being 
perverted by the German press is as certain as 
that the press is laboring under a most lament- 
able misunderstanding as to the true feelings 
of Englishmen towards the German people. 


It cannot be said, on the other hand, that 
the German press is mild in its assaults upon 
England. The Cologne Gazette attacks her 
with absolute ferocity. A few of its tirades 
are as follows: Brutal unscrupulousness ” ; 
‘* Hurl the British into the sea”; ‘* Humil- 
inte England”; ‘* Boundless arrogance of 
England”; Deal a mortal blow to the 
world-supremacy of England”; ‘“ Glory 
would again encircle the French name if 
France succeeded in planting her foot on the 
neck of her English foe,” ete., etc. The 
Allgemeine Zeitung the other day openly in- 
sulted the English by suggesting that they 
would probably see their way to singing a 
very much humbler song were they but once 
made acquainted with the tactical formation 
of the German army and with the effects of 
the German file-firing. The National Zeitung 
has the following significant threat: There 
must be no doubt in England that the Ger- 
man Government will have all parties in 
Germany on its side if, in answer to a policy 
that opposes us with petty jealousy, our Gov- 
ernment in every international question that 
arises in future throws into the scale against 
England the whole weight of German in- 
fluence.” The Börsen Courier harps on the 
old question of the possession by England of 
the Island of Heligoland, which commands the 
mouths of the Elbe and Weser, and calls it a 
shame and humiliation to Germany. 

The cause of all this commotion lies in a 
nutshell. In pursuance of their new policy 
of colonization the Germans have established 
a colony at Angra Pequena, on the west 
coast of Africa. Recently the Government 
of Cape Colony announced the annexation of 
Wallfisch Bay and the adjacent territory, 
which would cut off the German colony from 
extension southwards, Acting with prompt- 
ness, the German Government sent two gun- 
boats to the coast, with orders to pick out 
such places as were adapted to colonization 
and appropriate them. In addition to this, 
last June some British officers took posses- 


| sion of another strip of the Gold Coast and 


hoisted the flag over the Town of Bageida, 
wherenpon some German traders cut it down, 
hoisted the German flag in its place, saluted 
it, and declared the place under the German 
protectorate. 

While it is not surprising that occurrences 
like these should have produced a coolness 
between the two nations, it is too preposterous 
to assume that they will lead to war between 
countries that have every reason to keep the 
peace, apart from the ties of kinship that bind 
them and the good feeling that has always 
existed between them. The alleged insult 
to the English flag by the German traders is 
one of those occurrences which can be easily 
fixed up with a little diplomatic negotiation 
and polite disclaimers on part of the Ber- 
lin Government. The alleged interference 
with German colonization projects has al- 
ready been disclaimed by Lord Derby in his 
dispatch to the Governor of the Cape, setting 
forth that her Majesty’s Government is not 
in a position and has no desire to oppose 
the intention of the German Ministry 
to extend protection to Angra Pe- 
quena, and by the statement of Lord 
Kimberly that the southwestern coast 


of Africa is perfectly useless to Great Brit. 


aln. The military relations ot the two Powers, 
indeed, are such as to prevent a collision be- 


tween them; for while on the one hand the 


German navy could not compete with the En- 
glish, the English army on the other would 
soon be swallowed up in victory by the Ger- 
man. 80 long, therefore, as the trouble be- 
tween them is confined to the African coloni- 
zation question we may assume there will be 
no danger of war. The English have very 
little to suffer from compliance with the Ger- 
man demand, and, ir. point of fact, could not 
maintain the proposition in the eye ef Eu- 
rope that they are the only nation having the 
right to colonize on the African coast. As 
colonization simply means appropriation, 
Africa will have to be common pickings for 
every Power—first come first served. There 
may be a good deal of growling on paper, 
but it would be preposterous for England to 
go to war with Germany on such an insig- 
nificant pretext. 


Tux principle of charging small shippers 
on the railroads a higher rate than large 
shippers was defended in a specious way in 
an interview, reported in our columns the 
other day, with an ex-Rallroad Commissioner 
of this State who is now holding an im- 
portant position in the employ of one of tne 
railroad pools. He believed, he is reported 
to have said, that it was the duty of the rail- 
roads to foster the manufactures of the State, 
and the only way to do this is to allow the 
manufacturers to ship at ‘‘ quantity rates.” 
This remark embodies a principle of railroad 
policy so mischievous and so prevalent that 
it should be scotched whenever it shows its 
head. It is not the duty of the railroads to 
foster any business whatever except their 
own. Their own business they may foster 
only in ways allowed by the laws which 
have for centuries been accumulating for 
the guidance of the common carrier. To 
charge one person or one place a higher rate 
than is charged another is forbidden by the 
laws and Constitution of this State. That 
ought to be reason enough for not doing it, 
even in the eyes of the almighty railroad 
corporations. ‘Throwing all .these considera- 
tions aside, the remark quoted is an uncandid 
one even from the railroad point of view. 
The interests of the railroads are not coinci- 
dent with the interests of the State. The 
railroads should foster the manufactures of 
the State,” etc. Why? The railroads are 
not State railroads. There is hardly a 
railroad in Illinois that is owned in IIIinois, 
or managed by men who belong to Illinois, or 
which does not run far beyond the bord- 
ers of the State. What the railroads really 
care for is not at all to “foster the 
interests of the manufactures of the 
State,” to use the smooth ph of 
the ex-Commissioner, but to do as they choose 
and fester those whom their managers 
love. The manner in which all over this 
country the railroads by ‘‘ fostering”: rates 
have given the business of whole provinces 
to the friends and relatives and secret part- 
ners of the managers of the roads is well 
known. The Pennsylvania to foster” the 
interests of Pennsylvania gave the oil mo- 
nopoly rates which finally enabled it to take 
its business to New York, to the great injury 
of the State. The Union Pacific, by giving 
lower rates to smelting-works in Omaha, in 
which its President was interested, than 
were allowed to other smelters, drove the 
latter out of business and affected the 
prices paid for ore as far away as 
Utah. No; the people of this country will 


gladly excuse the railroad-men from piling on 


their overburdened shoulders the task of de- 
ciding which manufacturers shail be allowed 
to succeed and which shall be forted to fail. 
This is a delicate matter which had best be 
left to Divine Providence and individual en- 
ergy. The railroads will do all we want ot 
them if they will keep the roads of the coun- 
try in good condition and open to all men on 
the same terms as the law directs. 


Tue evils of competitive examinations for 
admission to the departments of the civil 
service, to which the late Anthony Trollope re- 
ferred in his autobiography, are beginning to 
excite attention in England. It bas been dis- 
covered that the best men do not always pass 
the best examinations. The London Times says 
that the system has resulted in “depriving the 
poorer classes of their rights for the benefit of 
the wealthier,"’ since the places are monopo- 
lized by the sons of men rich enough to pay 
for the best training. It breeds a system of 
cramming which gives men of merely super- 
ficial acquirements an advantage over those of 
more solid qualifications or attainments. We 
heard a gentiemen say the other day that he 
had once passed a difficult examination in 
physics by knovu how to tell the time. The 
anecdote illustrates the point - admirably. 
When he went into the examination he 
knew nothing whatever of the subject. 
His tutor, a smart fellow in his way, remem- 
bered a favorit question of the Professor's, and 
told his pupil how to answer it. Inthe exawm- 
ination-room the Professor approached the 
young man and asked him abruptly what time 
it was. “Sixteen minutes past 12,” was the 
reply. Is that the true time?’’ asked the Pro- 
fessor. **No, sir.” * What is true timer 
„Star time, sir." How do you reckon star 
time?“ inquired the learned man. By this 
formula,” replied the student; and, much to 
the Professor's astonishment, he repeated a 
long formula correctly. Of course the clever 
tutor had given him the point about “ star 
time,“ together with the formula, and in this 
consisted his whole knowledge of physics. The 
Professor was satisfied and passed him with a 
perfect mark. So much for the value of exam- 
inations in determining merit.

Many thou- 
sand people die annually in India from snake- 
bites. No effedtive antidote has so far been 
discovered for their poison, although the native 
doctors pretend to bave specifics; whisky 
merely acts as a stimulant, supporting the 
vitality under the attack of the poison. All 
snake-poisons are of pretty much the same 
chemical constitution, the greater quantity 
secreted by the cobra in the hot climate of the 
East rendering it more deadly than any other 
of the serpent brood.

gue KIND OF ARMY ON WHICH CHINA DE- 
PENDS. 

Lonnox, Sept. 3.—(Special.}—An English 

oficial who has been connected for many 

with the Consular service in China and 
has just returned to Europe today gave your 
correspondent some important information re- 
garding the personnel of the Chinese army and 
navy. The rank and file of the army, he says, 
are not soldiers in any sense of the term. They 
ste simply coolies dressed in uniform. They 
are not capable of understancing the first rudi- 
ments of drill or military evolutions. Their 
only ideas of discipline are comprised in 
q slavish subjection to their officers, 
wbo are in many cases almost as 
ignorant and degraded as the men. This official 
states that the army existe almost entirely on 
paper, and that when orders were received 
from the Pekin Government for a massing of 
troops on the southern frontier and coast, the 
provincial authorities had no troops to send. 
In this dilema they simply drafted a horde of 
coolies, disguised them as soldiers, and then re- 
ported that the required number of troops had 
deon put in the field. This accounts to a large 
extent for the shamefully inefficient manner in 
which the artillery ot the Woo-Sung forts 
was handled during the attacks by 

Admiral Courbet. When the Governor 

of the forts gave orders for the soldiers 

to prepare for action, the men replied that 
their duty Was to clean the guns and not to 
fight. On one of the Chinese war ships the 
sailors were so awkward in handling the am- 
munition as to cause a shell to explode on deck, 
tearing away the bows of the vessel and kilil- 
ing severalmen. After that occurrence the 

sailors could not be prevailed upon to sight a 

cannon, or indeed to approach one after it was 

jaded. The Government at Pekin is also con- 
stantly sending absurd and contradictory or- 
ders, which, added to the incompetence of of- 
ficers and men throughout the service, cause 
fearful blunders and terrible scenes of con- 
fusion. 

EFFECT OF THE COAL-MINERS’ STRIKE. 

Operators in the London markets have lately 
been inclined to take a hopeful view of the 
outiook of American affairs in consequence of 
the excellent reporis of the cotton, corn, wheat, 
and other crops. These anticipations have 
now, however, been somewhat checked by the 
news of the strikes and disturbances in the 
Hocking Valley coal district, which, it is feared, 
may spread to other localities and seriously 
affect the transportation of crops and of all 
kinds of merchandise over the railroads. 

PARIS CRIMES. 

Parts, Sept. 3.—[Special.|—Emil Perigneux, 
an invalid octogenarian, was found murdered 
in his apartments early this morning in the Rue 
Neuve St. Augustine. The dced was done dur- 
ing the temporary absence of his attendant. 
The old man was rich, but not miserly, 
and it is thought that the tenacity 
with which he clung to life inspired 
his nervovsiy-anxious relations to dispatch 
him. Gustave Lorintoux, his attendant, bas 
Been arrested charged with the crime. The 
old man’s dying shrieks’ penetrated to 
and caused 
quite a commotion in the vicinity of 
his residence. On the ground floor 
there is a barber-shop, presided over by Jules 
Djuvilliers, whose record is far from savory. 
Dfuvilliers has been missing since early this 
morning, and a general search for him bas 
been ordered. Perignoux's head was pearly 
severed from his body with a razor. 

The bodies of a man and woman were found 
in the Seine this morning, not far from the 
Tuilleries. Theyfwere lashed together withoa 
rope and presented a ghastly appearance. 
The man was apparently 60 year 
of age. The woman was not over 
30. In figure she was petite and 
her features were beautiful. Her appearance 
when discovered suggested that she had not 
submitted to the enforced companionship of 
the man who had dragged her to death with- 
out a terrible struggle. There is a general 
belief chat the couple were the same 
who quite recently resided in a small hotel in 
the Rue dele Paix, and caused considerable 
commotion there by frequent bitter quarrels. 
The name of a French naval officer is con- 
nected with the scandal 
lives of this ill-matea pair. 

THE EMPEROR'S ILLNESS ALARMING. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3.—[Special.]|—lntense excite- 
ment prevails here in consequence of the sud- 
den and perhaps serious iliness of the Em- 
peror William while reviewing the grand mili- 
tary parade yesterday. His usually ruddy 
cheeks were observed to grow deathly pale, 
his face fell upon his breast, and, relaxing his 
bold upon the reins’ of his horse, his body 
swayed to the right. An instant later, 
had his condition been unobserved, the 
Stalwart form of the aged monarch would 
have fallen in the dust and probably 
been mangled by the hoofs ot the horses. 
Fortdhately his peril was observed in time to 
avoid so terrible a catastrophe, and a score of 
friendly arms were outstretched to save bim. 
The Emperor was lifted from his horge and re- 
moved to a closed carriage. 

The coafusion was very great, and the ex- 
citement so increased when the vague rumors 
reached the populace that it was with difficulty 
the military succeeded in preventing an alarm- 
ing outbreak. 

The Emperor's carriage, surrounded by a 
strong guard, was driven hastily to the palace 
and his physicians were at once summoned. 
The belief is very general, notwithstanding 
medical assurances of his convalescence, that 
be has but a little while to live. 


THE CHOLERA. 
ITS RAVAGES IN ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. 3.—During the last twenty-four 
hours 120 cases of cholera occurred at Naples. 
The epidemic is spreading to the adjacent dis 
tricts. At La Spezia there were thirty-nine 
‘fresh cases and thirteen deaths. 

The official cholera reports from all parts of 
Italy show that during the last twenty-four 
hours there have been 234 new cases and 135 
deaths. 

REPORTS FROM AMERICAN CONSULS. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept. 3.—The Depart- 
ment of State has received from the United 
States Consul at Naples a telegram saying: 
“There have been 173 cases of cholera in 
Naples and seventy-six deaths within thirty- 
four hours. 

Consul Mason, at Marseilles, has sent the De- 
partment of State a report, dated the 19th ult., 
on the cholera at that place. Since the disease 
broke out, the feport says, 1,512 persons have 
died. 

Mr. Mason further says: Although the 
fact is not officially announced now, it is 
learned upon authority which seems unques- 
tiomable that the cholera which prevailed in 
Egypt during the summer of 1883 was imported 
to Marseilles and caused a number of deaths. 
The malady, bowever, was of a comparatively, 
benign type, and soon yielded to the skillful 
treatment. By discreet, ana perbaps justifia- 


ble. coliusion between the Mayor, the hospi- 


tal's physicians, and several Sisters of Charity, 
who acted as nurses, the nature of the disease 
was concealed and a cholera panic, with all its 
deplorable effects upon commerce and genera! 
business, averted.” 

Mr. Mason says the cholera this year has 
Spread throughout the district within a radius 


that wrecked the

ot 100 to 150 miles from Marseilles, In many 
Cases,” he continues, the contagion was pro- 
served and spread by the most wiliful and crim- 
inal stupidity which prompts thrifty peasants 
to preserve and sell the bedding and clothes of 
their. dead relatives. These, with another 
large contingent whom no danger or warning 
can prevent from excessive indulgence in 
melons, stale fruits, and cold drinks, have been 
in this, as in past epidemics, mainly instru- 
mental in keeping alive and transmitting the 
pestilence."’ 

Referring to vessels from Marseille, Mr. 
Mason says; “Every vessel from the port of 
Marseilles is liable, if not likely, to be infected, 
despite every precaution of her officers, al- 
though most careful inspection may fail to 
discover any flaw in her sanitary record or 
present condition.“ 

AT MARSEILLES. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 3.—During the twenty- 
four bours ended tonight there were three 
deaths here from cholera. 

AT NAPLES. 

NAPLES, Sept. 8.— From 2 p. m. Tuesday to 
4 p. m. Wednesday there were seventy-three 
fresh cases of cholera and thirty-two deaths in 
this city. The situation is improving. 

At Novelda during the twelve hours ended at 
9a. m. today there were two deaths and four 
fresh cases. 

AT MADRAS. 

Paris, Sept. 8.—At Madras, British India, 
there, were twenty-four deaths from cholera 
Sunday. 

MORE DEATHS. 

There were six deaths from the disease at Tou- 
lon today and fourteen in Perpignan and the 
suburbs. for the twenty-four hours ended last 
night. 

The spread of the cholera in Italy has de- 
pressed trade on the Vienna Bourse. Ten 
thousand persons have ged from La Spezia. 

The total number of deaths from cholera in 
the Department of the Pyrenees Orientalis 
since the outbreak of the epidemic is 300. 

The Marseilles authorities have prohibited 
the keeping of piss, rabbits, goats, pigeons, 
and poultry within the limits of the city. This 
is considered an arbitrary and useless precau- 
tion. 

At: La Seyne today there were two deaths 
from cholera. 
A MADRID HOSPITAL. 

MapRID, Sept 8.—A suburban hospital with 
500 beds has been prepared for the reception of 
cholera cases should the disease break out 
here. Suspicious cases of sickness have been 
noticed at Catalonia and Aragon for several 
days past. 

: A CASE ON SHIPBOARD. 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Italian steamer Abys- 
t inia from Marseilles, arrived in Penarth Roads 
witb three cases of sickness. The sick were taken 
to the Cardiff Hospital where one died and the 
body was taken to the sea and buried, The 
doctor who attended the ce reports it was 
undoubtedly Asiatic cholera.

Lonpon, Sept. 3.—The Eastern Telegraph 
Company has given notice that the land wires 
to Tien-Tsin and Pekin are iuterrupted. 

HEAVY INSURANCE RATES. 

At Lloyd's insurance agency today trading 
vessels for China-were insured for 5 per cent. 
The steamer Imbross, with a cargo of guns and 
munitions of war for China, was required to 
pay 20 per cent. 

GIVEN ANOTHER CHANCE. 

A Paris correspondent says it is reported 
that Courbet [as been ordered to suspend 
operations in the Chinese littoral. Ferry is 


desirous of giving Pekin time to refiect upon 


the situation. 
CHINESE ACTIVITY. 

More vessels will soon be sent to reinforce 
Admiral Courbet’s squadron. It is reported 
that the Chinese are hurriedly fortifying 
Tzekiang to prevent the French occupying the 
place and cutting off the supply of provisions.

RESULT OF THE INTERVIEW BETWEEN BISMARCK 
AND DE COURCEL. 


Lonpbon, Sept. 3.—The British Foreign Office 
denies all knowledge of any intention on the 
part of Germany to propose a new conference 
on the Egyptian question. On the contrary, 
the dispatches from the British Embassy to 
Berlin indicate an entire suspension of the dis- 
cussion on questions in relation to Egypt. The 
interview at Varzin between Baron de Courcel, 
the French Ambassador at Berlin, and Bis- 
marck resulted in France ceasing to urge 
measures looking to a speedy settlement of the 
Alexandria indemnities until the objects of 
Northbrook's mission to Egypt have been de- 
veloped.

GERMANY. 
BISMARCK HONORED—HBIS ANTI-ENGLISH 
SIGNS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3.—Upon the occasion yester- 
day of the anniversary of the Battle of Sedan 
the Emperor sent Bismarck the order Pour le 
Merite,”’ surrounded by oak leaves, and an au- 
tograph letter expressing the deepest apprecia- 
tion of his services. 

The North German Gazette attributes to Bis- 
marck the design to create a political blockade 
against England by the formation of a coalition 
of the Powers unless ber egotistical policy of 
colonial extension is abandoned. 

THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN. 

Growing activity is apparent in the German 
electoral campaign. The Socialists of Berlin 
have brought forward six candidates—Volmar, 
Hasencleuer.

Among the Progressist candidates 
are Virchow, Loewe, Klotz, Trager, and Eu- 
gene Richter. 

@FFERING TERMS TO THE POPE. 

Dr. Schlizer, Prussian Minister at the Vat- 
ican, bas been instructed to offer final terms 
for the settlement of the differences of the 
Pope and Prussian Government. Failing to 
reach an agreement the Prussian Legation will 
be withdrawn. 

A NEW AMBASSADOR TO ENGLAND. 

The report is gaining ground that a new Ger- 
man Ambassador will soon be appointed to 
London. Tageblatt says: The relations of 
Bismarek and Count von Munster are less cor- 
dial. Munster’s attitude toward Karl Gran- 
ville during the recent Egyptian Confer- 
ence was not energetic endugh to please Bis- 
marck. Donnersmark is mentioned as likely to 
succeed him.“

WABASHA, Minn., Sept. 3.—/{Special.]—Yes- 
terday it became known that the Mazeppa Mill 
Company, owning and running extensive flour- 
ing mills at Mazeppa, in this county, had 
failed, with large liabilities, and that the 
Minnesota Elevator Company, which has done 
an immense business in buying grain on the 
River Wabasha ana Chippewa Vailey Divis- 
ions of the Milwaukee Road, bad made an as- 
signment. It is asserted that Senator James 
G. Lawrenee, who is President of the elevator 
company, is in serious financial difficulties. 
This morning a run commenced on the First 
National Bank of this place, of which Mr. 
Lawrence is adirector and one of the largest 
stockbolders, and by noon all the ready money 
of the institution, some $30,000, had been drawn 
out, and payment was necessarily suspended 
for an hour or two, but more currency was got 
in some way and payment resumed in the aft- 
ernoon, and it is believed the bank is 
perfectly solvent and will have no further 
trouble. Senator Lawrence's liabilities are 
thought to be heavy, but no estimate 
can now be given, He owns $200,000 
worth of property in this vicinity, at a low es- 
timate, and has done more business than any 
ten men in Wabasha County. He is universally 
liked, and has the sympathy of all who know 
him. Considerable of his paper is held here 
and at banks in Lake City, St. Paul, and Mil- 
waukee, and some in Eastern cities, especially 
in Hartford, Conn., and 8 use, N. Y. Other 
failures are likely to follow. The Wabasha 
Mili Company, of which Mr. Lawrence is Presi- 
dent and main stockholder, is liable to go with 
the rest. Gov. Hubbard is a large stockholder 
in the Mazeppa Mill Company, and is under- 
stood to be connected with both the elevator 
company and the Wabasha Mili Company.

Getting Ready for the Conflict—A New 

Vanderbilt Route Between Chicago 

and Portiand, Me. 

The impression prevails that an open war on 
east-bound passenger rates cannot be longer 
avoided, and it is believed that active hostili- 
ties will be commenced within a day or two. 
The present state of affairs is much worse than 
an open war, and subjects the roads to greater 
losses, The scalpers are now selling tickets 
Chicago to New York for $14, and in some in- 
stances for less, and they could not do this un- 
less the roads paid them the difference between 
the regular and cut rates and leave them a profit 
besides. As matters now are some of the roads 
get no more than $10 on first-class tickets 
to New York, and on second-class and theatrical 
business they are compelled to take still less. 
The Grand Trunk and West Shore are of the 
opinion that it would be greatly to their bene- 
fit if rates were at once reduced to $10, oreven 
$5, to New York, as in that case matters would 
soon come to a focus and a better disposition 
would be shown to settle existing difficulties. 
The Erie isin full harmony with the above 
roads. but it hesitates to commenee open hos- 
tilities, fearing that such action would have a 
disastrous effect on passenger earnings, and 
Owing to its present financial condition it would 
prefer to have harmony between the vari- 
ous roads restored without 
to wer. But as ail its efforts to bring about an 
adjustment to settle the existing difficulties 
without resorting to an open warfare have 
proved futile, it is expected that it will now 
join the Grand Trunk and other anti-Vander- 
bilt roads in opening active hostilities, as it has 
come to the conclusion that that is the only 
means by which the issue can be decided. 

That the Vanderbilt roads have fully made 
up their mind that a war must be fought is 
shown by tne fact that they bave just perfected 
arrangements for a new route between Chicago 
and Portiand, via Northern New England, to 
enable them to strike back at the Grand 
Trunk in territory which it has hereto- 
fore controlled exclusively. The new line is 
com of the Portland & Ogdensburg, Bose 
ton & Lowell (White Mountain Division), Mont- 
pelier & Wells River, Central Vermont, Ogdens- 
burg & Lake Champiain, and Rome, Water- 
town & Ogdensburg, in connection with the 
New York Central, Michigan Central, and Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern. A through 
sleeper over this route will be attached to the 
fast express trains of the Michigan Central and 
Lake Shore daily. The arrangements for this 
new line were consummated so quietly that it 
did not become known until the foldera and 
time-tables made their appearance yesterday. 
The fact that the Central Vermont forms part 
of the above combination confirms the rumors 
that have been in circulation for some time 


past to the effect that Vanderbilt had gained a | 


strong foothold with the Central Vermont, and 
that this road intended to cut ioose from the 
Grand Trunk as much as possible. 


A Last Effort Soon to Be Made to Ad- 
just the Tripartite Complications. 
The indications now are that the committee 

appointed by the meeting of General Managers 
of Western roads in this city a few weeks ago 
to prepare a planfor the adjustment of the 
troubles regarding Colorado, Utah, and other 
Western business brought about by the forma- 
tion of the tripartite combination, will meet in 
this city some time next week. The committee 
consists of the General Managers of the vari- 
ous lines interested in the business west of the 
Missouri River, with Mr. J. C. MeMullin as 
Chairman. It is understood that the 
Transcontinental Association will meet in 
this city at the same time, as its future exist- 
ence will entirely depend upon the result of 
the meeting of Western managers, If the 
committee of managers is abie to devise a plan 
by which the status of the tripartite combina- 
tion can be defined soas to meet the demands 
of the lines inimical to that combination it will 
be an easy matter to reorganize the Colorado, 
Utah, and transcontinental pools, but if the 
committee fails in its task a general war on 
Western business must be the inevitable re- 
sult. All depends upon the settlement of the 
tripartite complications, and the way things 
look at present the prospects for a peaceable 
arrangement between the tripartite roads are 
not promising. The Eastern allies of the Union 
Pacific would probably cede the right to make 
threugh rates from Chicago via the Union Pa- 
cific, provided the latter would absolve them 
from the requirement to give it all their 
through business. The Union Pagific does not 
like to give up the advantage it enjoys from 
that provision of the contract, although it 
would be pleased to have its Eastern allies cede 
their right to make through rates. Whiie the 
Union Pacific is willing that its Eastern allies 
should make concessions, it does not propose 
to make concessions itself, but means to hang 
on to all it can possibly get. Besides this, the 
position lately taken by the Northwestern re- 
garding its Sioux City and Pacific business will 
prove & most serious obstacle in the way of set- 
tling the tripartite complications. 


Iowa, Minnesota, and Dakota Rates— 
Des Moines Jobbers Must Pay Full 
Rates. 

The General Freight Agents of Iowa, Minne- 
gota, and Dakota Roads at their meeting in 
Milwaukee Tuesday came to an agreement, to 
take effect Sept. 8, that the coarse grain rates 
shall apply on potatoes in car-load lots in the 
joint Western classification, and when from 
points in Iowa, Minnesota, and Dakota, to ap- 
ply both on local and through shipments. It 
was also agreed that hay in cars, twenty-eizht 
feet or less inside measurement, be taken at a 
minimum weight of 18,000 pounds; all other 
cars, minimum weight, 20,000 pounds. 

The protest of the Des Moines jobbers against 
the action of the roads abolishing spe- 
cial rates to jobbers was also 
considered, and it was agreed 
to stand by the action previously taken and 
give them no more special! rates. They thought 
the Des Moines jobbers bad no good cause for 
complaint. The jobbers at all other competing 
points, and at Kansas City and Missouri River 
points, bad always been compelled to pay full 
tariff rates, while the Des Moines jobbers, on 
account of the war between the Des Moines 
roads, had enjoyed an advantage over their 
competitors. As under the new arrangement 
Des Moines jobbers are charged proportionally 
the same rates as charged jobbers at other 
points, the meeting took the ground that they 
had no cause tor compluint.

Street Railroad Company if it ever constructs 
aroad. Proceedings have been commenced to 
condemn the land needed to widen the river, 80 
that the double budge can be swung, but these 
proceedings will be dismissed if au arrangement 
can be made with the Pennsylvania. Railroad 
Company to permit the swinging of the bridge 
on their property. In this event the turn- 
table will be on the land, and the whole river 
channel be unobstructed. Widening the bridge 
involves widening the viaduct, which passes 
through tke depot.

A THIEVISH POSTAL EMPLOYE. 

Henry W. Bennettis in trouble again, In 
October, 1882, he was arrested by Post-Office 
Inspector Henshaw in this city for robbing the 
mails. While in the employ ofa firm in Minne- 
apolis he rifled their letters, and also those of 
other firms, having procured false keys to the 
boxes at the post-office.

THE SALOON FUNDS. 

Peter M. Hansbrough, the bailiff at the Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Court, expresses no sur- 
prise at the charges against him that he has 
misappropriated funds of the Saloonkeepers’ 
Association. He says the matter grows out 
of the fact that he has deen in- 
structed to bring suit to recover 
$1,700 from M. C. McDonald, 
which represents the sum for which Michael 
Cassius became security at the time the gau- 
bling-houses were raided last spring, when the 
boss went into the wholesale business ‘for a few 
days of bailing out the gamblers who were 
pulied. When the cases were called for trial 
the gamblers were missing and so $1,700 was 
entered up against McDonald are forfeited 
bonds.

Law had apparently come 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to Union 
Mills, walked about a mile into the country, 
and, situmg down, had opened his waistcoat, 
puliced up his undershirt, and fired a buliet 
straight through his heart. In his pockets 
were found two letters from his sister at Bel- 
mont Cottage, Forfar, New Brunswick, and a 
letter addressed to the British Bank of North 
America, in Chicago, applying for a situation, 
and referring to several flrme at Berlin. There 
were also found a draft on the British Bank of 
North Anterica at Toronto, on the same bank 
here for $201, $4.35 in cash, four baggage ohbcks 
from Toronto to Chicago, and one claim check 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. The de- 
ceased was well dressed, and is believed to be 
well connected. Dr. Mullen of Michigan City, 
Ind., and Dr. Jones hold an inquest on the 
body this morning.

ILLINOIS. 
THE STATE VETERINARIAN’S REPORT. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 3.—[Special.}|—The 
State Veterinarian, N. H. Paaren, has sub- 
mitted to the Governor his official report on the 


Illinois, as follows: 

CHICAGO, III., Aug. 30.—The Hon. J. M. Ham- 
ilton, Governor of Iumots, Springfield, Iu.— 
DEAR Sin: After a careful and thorough in- 
vestigation I have found that contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia among cattle exists in the 
Stute of Illinois; and I herewith submit a state- 
ment of the extent to which the disease has 
been ascertained to exist, the whereabouts of 
animals distributed from infected places, the 
number of deaths from this disease up to date, 
and suggestions concerning restrictions which 
the nature of this disease requires to be en- 
forced to facilitate its prompt and effective 
eradication, The origin of the disease, so far 
as known to exist in this State, dates back to 
an auction sale held Feb. 1 this year on the 
premises of A. G. Epler of Virginia, Cass 
County, III. They were brought together from 
various sources, a large proportion originating 
trom Troy, O., whence they were shipped and 
sold by C. R. C. Dye.

Witb regard to the existence of pleuro-pneu- 
moniain the State of Lilinois the follewing 
facts have been developed: In July last there 
died on the farm of C. A. Keefer, near Sterling. 
III., a cow named Lass o' Lowrie. The post- 
mortem revealed the pathological appearance 
of pleuro-pneumonia. She was bought from 
W. C. Clarke of Geneva June 6. Another cow 
belonging to Keefer named Azienda was sick, 
but has apparently recovered. 

W. C. Clarke bought Midnight, Nutrina of 
Tunlow, and Elia Lawrence at the sale at Vir- 
genia. Nutrina was said to have been sick in 
April. Ella Lawrence, Tims Lawrence, Duchess 
of Broome County, Nora, Nellie A., anda 
young calf have died on Clarke's farm. Myrrh- 
ine and Damask were sick in May and June 
and recovered. Still another, Tama Warren, 
died on Clarke's farm. It is supposed that 
Nutrina of Tunlow brought the disease to 
Clarke’s farm. | 

Mr. Clarke sold Edith St. Hilare to John 
Boyd and Cream Ecca to C. P. Coggershall. 
Both went to Boyd's farm at Elmhurst. Both 
cows sickened about July 2. Cream Ecca died, 
and an examination showed hepatization of the 
lungs. Edith was killed and showed hepatiza- 
tion and encysted lung tissue in both lungs 
Aug. 14. Dessie 4th, @ cow of Boyd's berd, 
became sick the 3d of August, was killed Aug. 
14, and showed characteristic appearances of 
acute plicuro-pneum@nia. Flora Bell. also 
owned by Boyd, died the night of Aug. 2, and 
Betma died the night of Aug. 26, both of 
pleuro-pneumonia. 

& Fg. S. Tripp of Peoria bought Helena 
Ray at Rpler’s sale. She aborted April 25 and 
was very slek, and now she has evidence of 
disease of the right lung in a chronic stage. 
The first loss on the farm of Messrs. Tripp was 
Pomara, who became sick April 1 and died the 
l7th following. For nearly three months there 
were no cases of disease on this farm, but July 
12 Annas Orphan became sick with what was 
called pneumonia, and she died the 27th. July 
25 Queenette became sick and died Aug. 4. A 
calf, daughter of Pomara, died Aug. 13. This 
calif and Queenette both on examination were 
found to have diseased lungs. | 

O. J. Batley of Peoria took his cow Lady 
Florentina from the town out to bis farm 
May 10. Sbe became sick about the middle of 
June, but recovered, and her right lung now 
shows evidence of disease. (The Tripps’ first 
case occurred in his stable in Peoria). The 
next cow taken sick on Bailey's farm Was 
Leckene, June 25, and she died Aug. 8. The 
lungs were hepatized, and looked like liver, 
they said. About Aug. 14 Champion de Pansy 
became sick; she was killed Aug. 15, for ex- 
amination, by Dr. D. E. Salmon, Dr. J. H. 
Rauch, and myself, and the post-mortem ap- 
pearances were those of pleuro-pneumonia. 
The bull Zudas Bro was found sick at this 
time, and showed a temperature ot 104%”. 

Jennie of Mapledaie, bought by Porte Yates 
of Springfield at Epler's sale, died in April, and 
the post-mortem examination revealed the ex- 
istence of picuro-pneumonia. 


FAVORITISM IN APPRAISALS. 

The report also contains a tabie of the cattle 
condemned on John Boyd's farm at Elmhurst, 
with names, ages, and appraised values, and 
following this the prominent indications found 
by the autopsy, all clearly showing pleuro- 
pneumonia, complicated in a few instances by 
other ailments. He then takes issue with the 
appraisers as to the basis upon which the val- 
uations were made, and says they paid no atten- 
tion to the direction given to appraike the ani- 
imals as diseased. Referring to the fact that 
be cailed the attention of the appraisers to this 
point, he says: I received the reply that as 
the law said nothing on this point they 
would appraise as they pleased. Hence 
the appraisers’ intimate friends and neigh- 
bors. of the owners of the diseased 
cattle discussed the merits of each animal. its 
pedigree, how much milk and butter it used to 
yield while in a healthy condition, the price 
paid for it or refused by the owner, and af- 
fixed a valuation in accordance therewith such 
as no sane or business man, after the condi- 
tion of the animals had been fully demon- 
strated, would have been willing to pay a tenth 
part of. The remainder of the report is de- 
voted chiefly to a detail of the localities in- 
fected by cattle from the Epler sale in Cass 
County, and the points from which suspected 
cattle were brought to this saie. 


THE GOVERNOR'S PROCLAMATION. 
Upon this information the Governor today 
issued the following general quarantine procia- 
mation: 


STATE OF ILLINOIS, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 3, 1884.—-WAENXTAS, In 
pursuance of the act of the General Assembly 
of Illinois, entitled An act to suppress and 
prevent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia among 
cattle,” approved May 31, 1881, Dr. N. H. Paar- 
en, State Veterinarian, has, in compliance with 
the requirements of the second section of said 
act, officially notified the Governor of the State 
that the disease of pleuro-pneumonia among 
cattle has become epidemic in certain locali- 
ties in this State—to-wit: The farms and prem- 
ises of A. G. Epler, in Cass County; M. G. 
Clark, in Kane County; John Boyd, in Du Page 
County; D. H. and 8. 8. Tripp, in Peoria Coun- 
ty; O. J. Bailey, in Peoria County; C. A. Keef- 
er, in Whitesiae County; C. W. Rawlings, in 
Morgan County; K. F. Whitson, in Schuyler 
County—

Assembly, scheduled against certain locglities 
therein mentioned as containing epidemic 
pleuro-pneumonia—to-wit: In the county of 
Fairfield in the State of Connecticut; in the 
counties of Putnam, Westchester, New. York, 
Kizigs, and Queens in the State of New York; 
in the counties of Lehigh, Bucks, Berks, 
Montgomery, Philadelphia, Delaware, Ches- 
ter, Lancaster, York, Adams, and Cum- 
berland in the State of Pennsylvania; 
in the counties of Bergen, Hudson, 
Morris, Essex, Union, Somerset, Hunterdon, 
Middlesex, Mercer, Monmouth, Ocean, Burling- 
ton, Camden, Gloucester, and Atlantic in the 
State of New Jersey; in the County;of New 
Castie, in the State of Delaware, and in the 
Counties of Cecil, Hartford, Baltimore, How- 
ard, and Carroll in the State of Maryland; and 
by his suid proclamation prohibited the im- 
portation of any domestic animals of the 
bovine species from the aforesaid counties in 
the said States, unless accompanied by a cer- 
tificate of health properly signed by a duly au- 
thorized veterinary inspector. Special atten- 
tion is called to the fact that the above-named 
proclamation and schedule are still in force and 
are hereby again proclaimed, inasmuch as it is 
believed that cattie have been imported into 
thir State in violation of said proclamation and 
schedule. 

Third—1 do further prociaim that in pursu- 
ance of said act I have good reason to be- 
lieve that pleuro-pneumonia amopg cattle bas 
become ‘epidemic in localities in addition to 
those above-named—vj.: in the States of 
Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and in the County of Miami, 
State of Ohio. Ido hereby by proclamation 
add the last-named localities of Maryland, Dela- 
ware, New Jersey, District of Columbia, and 
Miami County, Ohio, to the schedule beretofore 
proclaimed by the Governor of Lilinois, and I 
do hereby, as required by said act, probibit the 
importation of any domestic animals of the 
bovine species into the State from all the ter- 
ritory above mentioned after this date, unless 
accompanied by a certificate of health properly 
signed by a duly authorized veterinary in- 
spector, 

Fourth—The certificates required by this act, 
in order to comply with the intention of the 
law, must state not only that the cattle now 
appear to be in heathy condition, but must 
state as a fact that such cattle have not had or 
been infected with or exposed to pleura-pneu- 
monia for three months prior to the date of 
certificate. 

Fifth—The special attention of all stock deal- 
ers, shippers, railroad and transportation 
companies is oalled to the severe penalties 
provided by law for violation of this onder, and 
they are urgently and respectfully asked to co- 
operate in enforcing the law, and all Sheriffs, 
constabies, police, and other civil officers are 
hereby called upon and directed to aid in en- 
forcing the law in this regard. 

Sixth—All persons owning or having posses- 
sion of cattle are hereby strictly enjoined to 
immediately report all supposed cases of pleuro- 
pneumonia as they occur among cattie to the 
State Veterinarian, as provided in Sec. 5 of the 
above-mentioned act of the General Assembly, 
or the heavy penaity of that section must be 
enforced against the person neglecting to do 


80. 

Seventh In taking this step we have had the 
personal counsel, examination, and advice of 
Dr. Salmon, of the United States Veterinary 
Service, Dr. Paaren, State Veterinary Surgeon, 
and other eminent authorities, and it is confi- 
dently believed that, with the quarantine and 
other measures, already taken, in pursuance of 
law and with the hearty. codperation of all offi- 
cers, citizens, and corporations, the dreaded dis- 
ease will be at once arrested and confined to 
the localities where it has appeared in this 
State, and there stamped out, and that there is 
no cause for general alarm.

TALEING FUSION. 

THE AFTERNOON THE COMMITTEE WAS 
WILLING TO DIVIDE EVEN WITH THE DEMO- 
CRATS. 

The State Central Committee of the volitical 

¢wins united at Bloomington under the name 
of the People's party met together yester- 
day at the Briggs House with several candi- 
dates. Dr. Z. Waters of Bloomington, acting 
gs Chairman, defined the objects of the meeting 
to be the getting of the party into shape over the 
State. When he bad concluded J. B. Clark of 
Chicago objected to the presence of reporters. 
A. C. Vanderbilt, the candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, was glad the party was getting of 
gach importance as to command the attention 
of the city press. He remembered 
when they could not get a Tre 
porter. On this question as on 
every other one during the afternoon each 
member had to give his views, result ing in the 
Dual expulsion of the press. The reason for 
the secrecy came out later in the meeting. 
Several members bad been coquetting with 
Bishop Oberly who had alienated their affec- 
tions so much from the People's party that 
they wished to turn their tender offspring over 
to the conservatorship of the Democrats. Such 
a beartless course was opposed at every step 
by the Chicago members. For three bours 
fusion was discussed, with the result of leaving 
everything as it was after the Stute Convention 
so tar as formal action was concerned. In 
fact, however, it became very plain that 
st favorable terms the committee would 
gell out bodily to the Democrats. The 
terms proposed at the meeting, but not formally 
acted upon, were that the Democrats sbould di- 
vide even on the Electoral ticket. As the 
strength of the People’s party is an unknown 
quantity—in fact, so unknown as to be nearly 
impaipable—the rapacity of the proposition 
borders on the astonishing. Even Oberly was 
said to be somewhat paralyzed at it and to have 
written the Nauonal Democratic Committee 
for advice before venturing to take any action 
in calling the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee together. 

Besides taiking fusion the committee re- 
ceived the report of the defuncteGreenback 
committee and received $130 remaining in its 
hands, together with some property worth 
bout $10. The latter was a bone of conten- 
tion for an hour. The country members, haying 
got their band in on talk, were bound to talk 
on everything. At s o'clock an adjournment 
was taken until after the Butler meeting. 


GEN. BUTLER’S VIEWS. 
FOR FUSION ONLY ON EQUAL TERMS. 

Gen. Butler arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon at 5:25 o'clock, accompanied by his 
son-in-law, Col. Ames, and Col. Noah Plymp- 
ton, ex-Chairman of the Massachusetts Demo- 
cratic State Committee. It had been the inten- 
tion of the Greenback City Committee to meet 
their candidate at the depot, but owing to 
some misunderstanding about the time of his 
coming the committee failed to put in an ap- 
pearance, and the General and party quietly 
entered a carriage and were driven to the 
Palmer. Three Anti-Monopolists who did get 
there explained the absence of their fellows 
and apologized. 

A representative of Tue Tamer entered 
the train at Kensington and found Gen. Butler 
sitting alone reading a novel. He wore a silk 
cap and looked very tired and dusty. He de- 
clined to express any opinion as to the proba- 
ble result of the campaign, and, in fact, 
would not consent to de _ interviewed. 
Onlyon one topic did the General unbosom 
himeelf—that of fusion. When asked if he was 
favorably disposed to a fusion with the Demo- 
crats on the Electoral ticket in Illinois he said 
that would depend upon circumstances. He 
would have to consult with his friends in Chi- 
cago before he could pronounce upon its ad- 
visability. He then inquired what the prevail- 
ing sentiment on the subject was in both par- 
ties, and being told that the scheme bad advo- 
cates and opponents on both sides, but that the 
lihnois Greenback State Convention had de- 
ciared its willingness to unite upon a fusion 
Electoral ticket giving Cleveland fifteen Elec- 
tors and himself seven, he answered emphat- 
ieally: Such a fusion as that I do not favor. 
In my letter I reeommended my supporters to 
form alliances with the minority party in 
each State, and it is already being 
dove in certain localities. In Michigan 
each party bas named one se e Elector to 
test its strength. The simplest Fay is to nom- 
inate a full set of Electors who will be voted 
for by botn parties making the fusion Each 
party can bave its own ticket in the field, head- 
ed Cieveland Electoral ticket or Butler Electo- 
ral ticket, but containing the same set of Elect- 
ors. Then these Elecrors, if elected, will be in 
honor bound to cast the Electoral vote of their 
State in the same proportion as the voters have 
signified their preferences. The headings of 
the ballots cast will show what proportion was 
cast by the Butler men and what proportion by 
the Cleveland men. This kind of fusion 1 have

COL. PLYMPTON’S VIEWS. 

Col. Plympton, who may be regarded as the 
mouthpiece of Gen. Butler, admitted that 
there was no chance to carry Massachusetts 
against Blaine and Logan. It will be a tri- 
angular fight. and Blaine's plurality will be be- 
tween 80,000 and 40,000. Gen. Butler will poll 
many wore votes than Cleveland,» In fact, the 
Democratic organization is all crumbling to 
pieces. At every meeting ot their State Com- 
Mittee some member gets up and resigns, and 
they can rely on no one. They bave not yet 
Succeeded in organizing. The only people at 
work are the Independents in Boston, 
and their numbers are rapidly shrink- 
Ing. This is due to the exposure of 
Cleveland’s moral character, which bas 
turned all the religious papers against 
him, and to the disorganization in the Demo- 
cratic ranks, which bas disheartened them. In 
New York City Gen. Butler will lead both 
Blaine and Cleveland. and be will poll a heavy 
Vote all over the State. His vote will swamp 
the Democratic ticket. In Michigan the ova- 

ton extended to Gen. Butler was amazing. To 
my surprise I found the belief general that the 
separate Butier Elector would get more votes 
than either. the Blaine or Cleveland Elector.” 
In regurd to the position he had taken Col. 
Piympton said: “If Allen G. Thurman or 
Joseph B. MeDonald had been nomi- 
nated we would have supported them, 
but we could not go Cleveland. When 
one analyzes the composition of the 
Democratic Convention, especially the dele- 
gates from the Western States, it is not bard to 
See bow the thing was done.

As 
he came forward facing the audience, his cane 
in one hand and white straw bat in the other, 
loud and continuous cheers rang out, to which 
Ben res ded with his well-known leer. A 
seat was got for him amid considerable con- 
fusion, and Charles G. Dixon called the meet- 
ing to order.

Mr. Flotow said. be had the honor to intro- 
duce Gen. Benjamin F. Butler | loud — ag 
the speaker of the evening. and he wished to 
draw attention to the fact that Gen. Butier had 
been speaking for many days and hoped the 
audience would be indulgent. 

BUTDER’S TALK. 

Gen. Butler, after expressing his thanks for 
— kind reception, spoke substantially as fol- 
ows: 


We are about the most important business that 
men ca We have met together to consult 
upon Ww laws we will make and who shall be our 
rulers and servants tao execute those lave. That 
privilege in ewery other country of the world, save 
France, which has copied lately from us, is given 
to Princes and nobiles, Kings and Emperors; bat 
here, thank Ged, the peopie are sovereign in their 
own right [cheers] and by their ballot can say what 
shall be the Government under which they live. 
Now, then, without heat, Without passion, in all 
fairness to all parties, let us, the members of a 
new party now forming for the people's rights, 
dealing with others as we wish to be dealt with, see 
what course we shail take to obtain that which is 
needful for the people of the country and for the 
Governmeat of the country. 


GOOD MEN AND BAD MEN. 


I want to be distinctly understood that the people 
of the country, in the mass, are ali honest and just 
men. There are honest men in the Regpblican 
party. There are equally honest men in the Demo- 
cratic party. Andin our own party they are all 
honest, because we haven't yet had anything to 
tempt us. [Laushter.] The Republican party bas 
of late shown that they have @ great many dishon- 
est men amen them. Why? Because they have 
been in power and tempted, and have been partiy 
found out. We do not know so much of the Demo- 
cratic party, for they havent been in power for 
twenty-five years. They bave had no tempta- 
tion, and we don’t know what they will 
do except by what they promise. There 
are bad men in all parties. When 
the Savior came on earth he chose twelve men to 
be his friends and disciples, one of them had a 
devil and wasatbief. We can’t do much better 
than that. Therefore. when I speak of men | want 
not to be understood as making an attack upon any 
class of men; it is uajust. j 


THROWING AWAY VOTES. 


What is the first thing we hear of the People’s 
party? Were told that if we come out from the 
other two parties and stand together and vote to- 
gether our votes will be thrown away. And you 
observe great solicitude in this State onthe part 
of the Republicans lest you should throw away 
your votes; and in other States, where the Democ- 
racy has power, they are equally solicitious, Now, 
let us see about this. My Democratic friends 
who have been voting for twenty-five years 
with the Democratic party steadily every time,what 
have you got for it? Youhave thrown away your 
votes for twenty-five years. [A voice, Good.“ 
You got nothing except the right to say, I voted 
the Democratic tieket. And, my Republican 
friends, yom have been voting for twenty-five 
years for the Republican party, and what have you 
got for it? Nothing for yourselves. You did get a 
great thing from it twenty years ago when, by your 
votes and by the valor of your fathers and ‘broth- 
ers, you freed 4,000,000 slaves. |Cheers.] That 
was a good thing—a grand record; but that is past. 
and, like any other good record on a tombstone, 
makes the man who is buried respectable; but you 
don't want him, because he was a good man, just to 
go On governing the country, for this is the condition 
of the Republican party. The Democratic party 
had a good record under Jackson—a splendid rec- 
ord; and if Gen. Andrew Jackson were alive today 
I would vote forhim for President with all my 
heart. [Cheers.] He was a true Democrat—a man 
of the people—and he executed the people's will 
as lightning executes the will of God. But because 
he was a good man and overthrew the monopolies 
of his day don't desire to vote for the Democratic 
party, which is composed of an entirely different 
set of men today. [Cries of Hear!“ ] O that 
God would put an Andrew Jackson in the chair 
now to execute what laws we have! Therefore 
your votes are thrown away, so far asthe people 
are concerned. The laboring people—the vast ma- 
jority of the peopie—get nothing. The Republican 
party is controlled by monopolists in the North— 
by men who desire to control labor in the North. 
The Democratic party is controlled by monopolists 
in the South who desire to control labor in the 
South; and to the laboring men of eithér section it 
is not a Sopper's consequence which gets in. 
(Cheers. } 

LABOR’S POWER. 

Now, then. to show you your power, let me give 
you a few figures. The census of 1880 shows 
50.000.000 of people. By the natural increase there 
are 55.000. % now. That ¢ensus shows bow the 
people are divided. There are of agricult- 
ural workers 12,437,000; of mining and man- 
ufacturing laborers, 4.220,000; engaged in 
trade and transportation (not merchants), 
2,000,000. That makes 14,000.000 men 
in this country who labor with their hands. How 
many votes does it take to make a President? In 
1880 the whole vote thrown was 8,886,000, and Gar- 
field got over Hancock only 950 votes. This year 
there will be 11,000 000 votes. There are 14.000.000 
of laboring-men, and if you stand together and vote 
together for yourselves you can turn this country 
upside down if you choose. [Cheers.] And this 
power to vote is a legitimate right—constitational. 
You have the right to vote for yourselves. Every- 
body else votes tor themselves, but you have been 
voting to help everybody else. Now vote a little 
while and help yourselves. [Cheers.] 


ENS PARTY IS PURE. 


„Why.“ they say, “you can't do this all at 
once.“ lagree; perbaps, we can’t. What is the 
reason why we cannot? Because the monopolists 
and the capitalists of both parties will tell 
you that you must vote for the old party.“ 
Yes, and when the old party gets in it is just 
as though you had not voted. And the other side 
will tell you: Vote for the old party.“ Attend 
all the meetings here, and you will hear on the one 
side: You must vote for the Republican party: 
and hear on the other side: Why, you must vote 
for the Democratic party.“ But you have heard 
of nobody here yet. until I came here, to ask you 
why you should not vote for the people irrespect- 
ive of party. [Applause. } 

The peopie, as 1 have already told you, in a mass 
are pure. We are pure now, as were the old Abo- 
litionists, and the old Free-Soilers’ party, when 
they first came into existence. Let us get power; 
and the monopolists and the capitalists will get in 
amongst us, andin twenty years we shall be as bad 
as any of them. [Laughter.] And there will have 
to be a new set of men rise up in the coming gen- 
eration to purify our party, if we don’t look out. 
[Laushter.] 1 understand how this is. 


DON'T CARE TO BE ELECTED. 


You heara great deal about civil-service reform 
in both parties. What does it mean? It means a 
quarrel between the two parties as to how men 
shall get into office, what is the means of putting 
them in, apd the best means of keeping them in. I 
am here also about civil-service reform; but I am 
here for ‘the best means of putting them out. 
[Laushter and applause.] They have been in long 
enough. If an office is a good thing, in the name 
uf Heaven let us distribute it around among the 
people. If itis a poor thing, in the name of all 
that is just don't put it on to one poor fellow all 
his life. [Laughter.] 

Now then, I have endeavored to tell you that 
you won't throw away your votes. it is not of 
any great consequence whether you carry the elec- 
tion. Gentlemen come to me and get down close 
by me and whisper in my ear, and they say: Gen. 
Butler, do you really think you are going to be 
elected?“ My answer is-—for I don’t want to 
whisper t anywhere—"“I really don’t care, sir.“ 
What I do know is that the cause which I represent 
will be elected; the People’s party will be formed; 
and will be strong enough to say to either of the 
old parties what we will do, 

You sent me up here the last time Iwasin Chi- 
cago on ap errand for the Democratic party—to 
ask them what they would do for the laboring men; 
to make them promise what they would do. Why 
was it necessary to make them promise? Because 
they had never done anything, nor had any power 
to do anything, within twenty-five years. There- 
fore we bad to have their promise. Well, they 
would not even promise to do anything for the 
laboring man, and I ieft them [applause], and am 
here now in the interests of labor. 

Let the laboring men vote together in any con- 
siderable number, and atthe next National Con- 
vention of the laboring men we shall have the Dem- 
ocratic party and the Republican party coming to 
us and asking us what we are going to do. And 
we will answer them. We are going to vote for 
ourselvesia little while; and after we shall have 
done that to our satisfaction, we will let you know 
what we will do with you (applause), because we 
held the dalance of power.” Ten thousand votes 
properly distributed in the right places in this 
country would have changed the present Congress. 

Jam not afraid of anything about the election 
anyhow. lam only anxious that men should not 
vote with the old parties lest they should throw 
away their votes. I want them to understand that 
if they vote with us, the vote will tell more for the 
people than any other vote they have given in their 
wholelives. [Applause.] 

Now, I have shown you, first, the means that we 
propose to take, how we propose to proceed; and 
now I propose to tell you, if you will allow me, 
what we are after, what we want. 

WHAT HE WANTS. 

The first thing that we want is a fair division of 
the profite arising from the industry of working- 
men.

ARBITRATION Ls.

Now, 
when any controversy ses between labor and 
capital, the only way that it can be settled is by a 
strike, by which the workingmah leaves work as 
long as he can and not starve, and the capitalist 
keeps him out as long as he can and not 
full. It is ruin to beth. We want a 
tribunal that shall settle all these questions. I 
offered that to the Democratic party here, but they 
would not take it, because the Southern men who 
controlled that convention would not have any- 
thing to do with a law that would make them give 
their negroes what they ought to have for their la- 
bor, [Applause.] 

AS TO TARIFF. 

Again, I asked the Democratic party to say that 
if they came into power they would raise no more 
taxes than were necessary, and while they were 
raising them they should raise them in such a man- 
ner as to protect American industry and foster and 
cherish American labor. [Applause.} They re- 
fused to do that, and I left them. [Loud ap- 
plause.] ' : 

We want no high tariff to protect capital, but we 
do want a tariff to protect labor. Capital can pro- 
tect itself. Labor wants a tariff to protect it. 
What is atariff? This, our country, is the greatest 
market in the world. If we can have it to our- 
selves it will give employment enough for every 
laboring man at fair wages in the country. If we 
open it to everybody abroad there is not enough 
of ft to do that. So we say we will put a tari, 
which, in the original, means a toll, upon our 
market to the foreigner, and we use that toll to 
puy the expenses of the Government. ‘The En- 
glishman comes in and says: 1 want to sell my 
goods here in competition with your workingmen.”’ 
The Government, rightly administered, will say to 
him, Sir, you pay no taxes here. You support 
no public burden. You shal! not compete with our 
workingmen until you pay a toll sufficient to bring 
you up even with chem.“ [Cheers.} 

The Republican party has puton a tariff claim- 
ing to protect laboring men, and so it wouldif 
they would carry it out fairly; buat it is too high. 
We get too much money under it, and when money 
gets into the hands of anybody there is a great 
temptaticn, you know, to steal it. Having put that 
tariff on manufactures to protect American labor, 
the capitalist looks around to see how he can put 
thut money in his own pocket, and he goes abroad 
und imports the pauper and convict labor of 
Europe to work at half rates and cut down our 
American labor. [A voice—*' You are richt! and 
cheers.] A law was proposed—it could have been 
passed in five minutes if men had 
been in earnest for it—to prohibit 
the, coming here ot any convict 
or pauper labor from Europe, or China, or any- 
where else by contract to work for cheap wages 
until they underworked our men. The effect of it 
s seen this day, in this hour, in the neighboring 
State of Ohio. There has been put on the iron and 
coal which comes out of those mines a tariff to 
protect the workingmen. What did the owners of 
the mines do? They went to Italy and brought 
over a large number of Italians [a voice—‘ Beg- 
gars ] who never meant to stay with us, coming 
only to get money enough to return home and 
sleep in the sun the rest of their lives, living on a 
few centsa day; and, when the mipvers protested 
aguinst this, their brother workmen were organized 
into militia and sent there to shoot them down, 
And that is what is going on today. [Cheers.) I 
don’t want any such tariff as that. 


HOURS OF LABOR, 


There is still another law we want. I want a law 
making it illegal and punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment to work men, by contract or otherwise, 
except in a case of necessity or mercy, more than 
sixty hours in any one week. [Applause] And I want 
a law passed that workingwomen and children shall 
not, under any circumstances, work more than 
that. [Applause.] But hear capitalists say that 
nobody could live under such a law. In 1849 I 
commenced an agitation in Massachusetts for such 
alaw. We put upa ten-hour ticket, and we 
elected nine Representatives, who controlled 
the Legislature of the State and sent 
Charles Sumner to the United States Senate. He 
never could have been elected, and his great voice 
in behalf of freedom would never have been 
heard, except that in the little town of Lowell the 
workingmen stood and voted together. And they 
were then working fourteen hours a day. I ex- 
amined it, and 1 found the average mill-life was 
only about five years. I said: I don’t want God's 
people chewed up like bread in that way.” Ina 
few years we got it down to ten bours, and we are 
living under that system, and prospering as well as 
our neighbors. 

They tell you that you will throw away your 
votes. What are you few workingmen going to do? 
Stand Yeh pei we will do everything. [Ap- 
plause. 

Il can't say much against the Democratic party 
because, as I say, they have not done anything. 
And as the old Vermont farmer says, it wrenches 
a man terribly to kick at nothing. [Laughter.] 

Why I blame them is, they won't promise to do 
anything. But I haveto deal with the acts of the 
Republican party. It, with my advocacy, passed 
an eight-hour law for laborers in Government 
offices, and some of my good iaboring men, not 
quite understanding it, wrote to me and said, 
“What are you about? The Government em- 
ployés get more pay and do less work than any 


other luborers now.’’ Well, what was I about corporations: 


We had got our State lator down to ten hours, and 
we found im ten bours they could do as much as 
they could in eleven. The laboring men said they 
could do as much in eight as they could ip ten, 
year in and year out. The capitalists said. No, 
they can’t; and it is an untried experiment.’ 

But the Government would come in and have the 
statistics to show just how it was. 1 went to Gen. 
Grant and [said to him: Mr. President, here is 
a law for the benefit of labor; issue an order that 
thy law shall be carried out in the Government 
employment,’’ and Grant issued a proclamation 
strongly worded. His Attorney-General said it 
was illegal afterwards, and it had no effect, and 
from that day to this thege has not been honesty 
enough in the Republican party or executive abili- 
ty enough in the President who has been in the 
chair to enforce that plain law of Congress. 


WHAT TO DO. 


I have only one or two words to add, to urge you 
to diligence in this matter. Don't get up great 
meetings and great crowds. [Applause.}) Organ- 
ige in your workshops. Don’t tramp after terch- 
light processions, and, above all, don’t dress up as 
anybody’s guard. [{Laughter.] In this community 
no honest man needs a guard, so far as I know. 
[Laughter and applause.] Don't make yourselves 
look like monkeys. [Laughter and applause.] Put 
the uniform on which you use every day in work- 
ing for yourselves and your employers at your 
workshops; andin the workingman’s best dress— 
his working dress—0 to the polis, go in that uni- 
form, and work one day for your country and your 
God. [Applause.| 

One thing further. Be not deceived by being 
told that these will go that way, and others will go 
that way, and this will happen, and that won't 
happen. I have been in politics forty-four years; 
Iam at the head of this movement and I will take 
care how it goes forward, for the benefit of those I 
represent. [Applause.} I have got no other 
object under God. I see in the newspapers that I 
was goingto do this and do thatin order to be 
somebody's Secretary of State. [Laushter.] What 
do I want to be Secretary of State for? I have got 
Secretaries of my own, and abler men, 
some of them, than the average run ot 
Cabinet officers. [{Applause.] I want to be 
nobody’s clerk but clerk for the people. 
I am 66 years of age on election-day. Do you 
think I was going to ask anybody to make me his 
servant? Not much. [Laughter and applause.) 


But I have a remnant of life left, thanks to the 


blood of farmers in New Hampshire, and I propose 


to devote that remnant of my life, so long as 1 am 


spared, to the welfare of my country. If 1 wasan- 
Office-seeking politican Ishould not dare to say 
this to you. 2 
LAST WORDS. 

Therefore my last words are: Laboring men, 
men of business, men of enterprise, stand to- 
gether for the people. Goforward in unison, in 
the organization of right, in the organization of 
power, for the right is always a power. Take the 
Government into your own It 

not be tomorrow, 
be the next day, but 
as there isa Godin Heaven who looks down and 
gives right at last, at last you shall succeed, and 
this country be as our fathers intended it should 
be—the home of the free from all lands, of al! na- 
tions, who come here from love of our institutions.

surgery, the word was used for the first time. 
He suggested microbe (from mikros and bios). 
In replying to M. Sédiliot, M. Pasteur used the 
new word twice; and the day afterward it had 
been adopted by scientific men, then taken up 
by the general public. M. de P writing on 
the subject nite Journal des says that 
be was present at the birth of the word, and 


that it came into existence “in the hall of the 


Academy of Sciences, one Monday in February,

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MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were very quiet 
yesterday, and very steady. The chief exception 
to the rule was corn. That article developed into 
an object of tender solicitude on the part of certain 
men who are (or were) short. The weather seemed 
to be about as hot as that of any previous day this 
year, and this is assigned by some as a reason for 
the general quietness which prevailed, making the 
trading pits seemas if they were in St. Louis or 
Milwaukee instead of Chicago. There was a fair 
inquiry for shipping room both in grain and pro- 
visions. 

Provisions were very dull—unusnally so, and ex- 
hibited little change in prices. Hogs at the Stock- 
Yards were quoted firmer on good qualities, and 
foreign advices showed little change. Lard was 
moderately active early in the day, at $7.55 for 
October, Hutchinson taking over 2,000 tcs. He 
withdrew, and the market fell off be, with Dally 
selling, but advanced to 7.56 in the afternoon when 
Dwight-Gillette came in as buyers, and it was re- 
ported that 6,000 tas had been ordered to move 
out over the Pan-Handle Road. September and 
November lard was very quiet at about 7i¢c below 
October, all closing 2c above the latest prices of 
Tuesday, Rios advanced 2}4c, to $10.20 for Sep- 
tember, with October at 150 discount, and closed 
firm, other futures being neglected. Year pork 
sold sparingly at $12.30 and January at $12.45. 
Other pork futures were lifeless at $19.00 asked 
for September and somewhat less for October. 

Flour was dull and unchanged. A very few lots 
sold to the local trade constituted the bulk of the 
business. The coarse milistuffs were firm, bran 
being in good demand. 

Wheat was very dull and very steady. October 
stood during most of the session at 8lc, being the 
latest price of Tuesday, but sold down to 80%{c 
and up to Silke bid at the close, which was Ne

above the last price of Tuesday, the later firmness 


being in sympathy with corn. September was 1%@ 
144 c discount, and November 1%@2c premium, as 
compared with October, while May was nearly 
nominal at 10c premium. Cash No. 2 sold at 7966

markets were called steady, with a fair demand, 
while our ‘receipts were smaller, and the 
New York statement showed an increase 
of 134,330 bu in the visible supply during 
last week. The only features in the market were 
some buying by Adams in the early part of the ses- 
sion and rather free selling on foreign account. 
The latter was chiefly for December, which made 
that part of the market decline from 845¢c to 8466.

The 
lower grade was in rather better demand, though 
New York was reported dull. with no foreign or- 
ders, and room was taken for about 110,000 bu, being 
mostiy No. 3.
